CASE WILL BE AFPEALED 


Miss Andersen, on Whom He Imposed 
by Means of Forged Letter, and 
Robért Goelet Are Witnesses. 


James N. Abeel, who became engaged to 
be married. to. Miss Eleanor Anderson, & 
telegraph operator in the Grand Hotel, 
while posing as “J. Ogden Goelet,"" was 
found guilty of forgery in the third degree 
by a jury before Recorder Goff in Part iil., 
General Sessions. Abeel was charged with 
forging. a létter of introduction with the 
signature of Vice President John G. Van 
Every of the Western Union Telegraph 
Company. According to Miss .Andergon’s 
statements on the witness stand yesterday, 


it wag mainly owing to this letter that she 
received the attentions of Abeel. 

‘After the trial had been completed in the 
space of léss than a court day and a half, | 
the case wag presented to the,jury last 
night at 6 o’clock. Half an hour later the 
jury brought in a verdict of guilty. The 
maximum penalty for the crime of which 
Abeel ig convicted is five years. It was 
announced by Abeel’s counsel that an 4p- 
peal would be taken. Abeel, who was re- 
manded to the Tombs, did not show any 
emotion at the verdict. Miss Anderson, 
who was accompanied in apurt by her sis- 
ter, seemed mildly jubilant. 

Robert Goelet, brother of the Duchess of 
Roxburghe, was the witness whose ap- 
pearance was looked forward to with the 
most. interest’by the crowded »sourtroom. 
His ‘testimony was quickly given, and 
brought out the fact that because he’ ob- 
jected to the public thinking,” through 
Abeél’s impersonation, that he had induced 
Miss Anderson to become engaged to him, 
that he had retzined De Lancey Nicol to 
co-operate with the District Attorney in 
“bringing this party to justice.”

G , & personal friend of the management vf 
the Company, will be appreciated by this com- 
pany. J.B. VAN EVERY, Vice President. 

The letter was identified by the witness. 
After giving the letter to her, she declared 
that he wanted her to attend a Yale-Co- 
lumbia football game, but she refused. 
He arranged to see her on Sunday near the 
Cathedral, which she attended. 

“He wanted to meet me there,’’ Miss 
‘Anderson said, “ to see if my mother would 
allow him to call on me at the house. We 
met at the corner of Fifty-first Street and 
Fifth Avenue Sunday morning, and he 
epoke of his family relations, and about his 
sister, May Goelet, and of his travels 
abroad,;”” That evening Abeel went to her 
house, 850 West Fifty-seventh Street, her 
mother having given her consent, Miss An- 
derson said. ; 

“He came about 8 o'clock,” the witness 
Said, “‘and was in evening dress.” 

“While your mother and sister were 
there,” asked Mr. Lord, “did he discourse 
about his family affairs?” 

“Oh, yes; he talked about his sister 
May's marriage to the Duke of Roxburghe, 
end how he was a chum of ‘ Reggie’ Van- 
derbiit, and had lost money a few nights 
Wefore at Canfield’s.”’ 

‘On Monday, the witness continued, Abeel 
had called and had induced her to take a 
drive with him, getting a substitute in her 
Place at the hotel. He professed to love 
her, the witness said, and wanted her to 
become his wife. She saw him the next 
day and they talked about the marriage. 
Miss Anderson told of a $100,000 check that 
he gave to her on the Astor National Bank 
and bearing the signature of “J. Ogden 
Goelet.”” She added her signature, and then 
turned it over to him for safe-keeping, she 
declared. 

Mr. Lord then asked Martin Lynch, 
‘Abeel’s counsel, for the check, but he de- 
mied all knowledge of it. On Nov. 4 Abeel 
gave a diamond ring to Miss Anderson. 
They went the same day to see Father La- 
Welle at the Cathedral about their mar- 
Tiage, which was set for the following 
Thursday. Abeel called to see her Thurs- 
day afternoon, and said that he was an- 
noyed by the notoriety that had arisen over 
the coming marriage. He went away prom- 
ising to return. She testified that she saw 
him again in Canada. 

“¥n cross-examining, Mr. Lynch asked: 

“You would very much like to have him 
Bent to State prison?”’ ' 
~The question was objected to by the Pros- 
ecutor, and the Recorder ruled it out. 
““You»are to some extent actuated by a 
Gésire for revenge?’’ was Mr. Lynch’s next 
qgiery, which was answered in the affirm- 
ative.

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THE NEW SUBWAY WILL 


Transit Committee Favors the 
Metropolitan’s Plan. 


WILL COST ABOUT $30,000,000 


| Belmont Company Will Bid, Too, from 
138th Street to the Battery and Back 
i on West Side to 34th Street. 


When the rival Metropolitan and Belmont 
interests come to bid for the next rapid 
transit subway contract, which will be let 
in June, they wili bid for the construction 
of what is substantiaily the east side route 
submitted by the Metropolitan several 
weeks ago. This was practically decided 
yesterday at the meeting of the Plan and 
| Scope Committee of the Rapid Transit 
Commission. 
| The action of the committee was taken 

almost befcre the ink was dry on the two 
{ rapid transit bills which Mayor McClellan 

signed yesterday afternoon, less than an 
hour before the Commission met. All the 
Commissioners express confidence that Gov. 
Odell also will approve the two bills, one 
of which removes the /$50,000,000 limit to 
| subway building, and the other gives the 


Commission power to lay out new rapid 
transit routes over bridges and viaducts. 
1 On future contracts the Board of Estimate 
| and Apportionment alone will have the 
power to limit the expenditures. 

The meeting of the committee yesterday 
was in executive session, with President 
Alexander E. Orr, Controller Grout, and 
Commissioner Charles Stewart Smith pres- 
ent. 

After going over the plans it was decided 
to have Mr. Parsons make some slight 
i changes in the Metropolitan-route, so that 
some of the main objects of the Belmont 
; people would also be served by it as a 
j whole, and then to consider the Parsons 
{ changes on Monday next, at which time the 
; plan will be reported favorably to the full 
board at next Thursday's meeting. 
| By the changes which Mr. Parsons will 
| make it is believed that both the Metro- 
; politan and the Belmont people can be 

brought into the competition actively, and 
| that excellent terms to the city will be the 
| result. The Metropolitan route, as laid 
| down in the communications sent in by 
Thomas F, Ryan for the company, will cost 
approximately $30,000,000, and will be es- 
| sentially an east side route with, however, 
| Soe foundation for a second west side 

route tip Eighth Avenue. 

The original Metropolitan route propo- 
sition is to run down Lexington Avenue 
from One Hundred and Thirty-eighth 
Street to Gramercy Park, then under the 
park and Irving Place t6 Fifteenth Street, 
west through Fifteenth Street and under 
Unjon Square to Broadway, down Broad- 
way to Chambers Street, east to William, 
and down that street toward the Battery, 
where a curve will be made, the loop 
running back up Greenwich Street, West 
Broadway, Hudson Street, and Eighth Ave- 
nue, to and under the Pennsylvania Rail- 
road terminal and on to Thirty-fourth 
Street, where a turn east will be made, 
running back to Lexington Avenue, at 
which point it will connect with the east 
side line, 

The changes which Mr. Parsons will make 
in this plan are not likely to be more than 
to effect a connection under Forty-second 
Street from Lexington Avenue to Fourth 
‘Avenue, so as to join the present subway; 
to make another connection with the pres- 
ent subway at Fifteenth Street and Fourth 
Avenue, and to make a third connection at 
the Battery with the Brooklyn extension 
i now building. 

The Belmont route, which was considered 
j along with the Metropolitan route, con- 
‘ sisted mainly of spurs to the present sub- 
: way. It provided for'a spur over .Forty- 
' second Street from the present subway at 
i Fourth Avenue io Lexington Avenue, and 
thence up Lexington Avenue to One Hun- 
dred and Thirty-eighth Street. It provided 
for another spur from Broadway and Forty- 
second Street down Broadway to Four- 
teenth Street, over Fourteenth west to Fifth 
Avenue, down under Fifth Avenue to and 
under Washington Square, and down West 
Broadway and Greenwich Street to the 
Battery, where a connection would be made 
; with the Brooklyn extension. 

The Commissioners favored the Metro- 
politan plan because it extended further 
| downy the east sige than Forty-second 
Street, because it avoided Broadway be- 
tween Times Square and Union Square, and 
because it allowed for a future extension 
up Eighth Avenue from Thirty-fourth 
Street to the Harlem River. The Commis- 
sioners believe that with the changes in 
the Metropolitan route which Mr. Parsons 
will make the Belmont people will be as 
ready and willing to bid for the construc- 
tion of the line as will the Metropolitan 
people themselves. : 

The Metropolitan people already have de- 
: clared their willingness to offer free trans- 
fers from the subway to any of their sur- 
; face lines in the city if they are awarded 
the building of the subway. 

In addition to the Manhattan work the 
| Committee on Plan and Scope yesterday 
took up consideration of the Brooklyn sub- 
j ways which have been requested, and on 
‘ Thursday next will probably report fa- 
; vorably on one of the two Brooklyn routes 
now being advocated. One of the proposed 
routes contemplates running from the 
Manhattan end of the Williamsburg Bridge 
over the bridge to Willlamsburg, and thence 
' through Broadway, Brooklyn, to East New 
' York, a distance of about five miles. This 
subway system would cost approximately 
$10,000,000. The other route extends from 
the Flatbush Avenue terminal of the 
Brooklyn extension, now being constructed, 
| and would run out Fourth Avenue, Brook- 

lyn, to Fort Hamilton, a distance of seven 
miles.

CUMBERLAND, Md., April 21.—A sensa- 
tion was caused here this evening by the 
announcement that the Grand Jury had in- 
dicted Mayor Warren C. White for mal- 
feasance. ‘The indictment grows out of an 
investigation urged by Judge Boyd. 

The Mayor is charged with failure to re- 
port overdrafts of departments to the City 
Council as required by the code. A deficit 
exists in a number of departments. 

It is common at almost every Council 
meeting to borrow from $5,000 to $10,000 to 
meet the monthly pay rolls. The city is 
heavily in debt, the amount now owing be- 
ing about $70,000 representing money owing 
banks on notes. The city for the year has 
spent about $26,000 in excess*of the levy. 

Mayor White is a self-made man, and one 
of the wealthiest residents of Cumberland. 
The indictment is not considered a reflec- 
tion on his honesty, and his friends say 
his offense, if any, is but technical.

JAPANESE LANDING DELAYED. 


it Is Believed Bad Weather Has Pre- 
vented Debarkation Near Taku-shan. 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 21.—All infor- 
mation in possession of the General Staff 
indicates that the Japanese are preparing 
to make a landing near Taku-shan. 

The Hghts of Japanese ships have been 
observed there for several nights, and it 
is believed that the debarkation of the 
troops has been delayed by the bad weather

CAPTURED JAPANESE ARE SHOT, 


Kuropatkih Grants a Sbdidier’s Death to 
Two Staff Officers. 


- ST. PETERSBURG, April 21.—In a tele- 
gram to the Emperor, Gen. Kuropatkin 
says: 

“I respectfully report to your Majesty 
that two Japanese officers, named Yukoka 
and Oki, were arrested near the station of 
Tur-chi-Kha. In their possession were 
found three cases of Bickford fuse, a 
French ‘wrench, dynamite cartridges, tools 
for railway wrecking, cylinders containing 
one and one-half pounds of pyroxylin, 
good maps of Mongolia, Manchuria, and 
Noftthern Korea, and a number of notes. 

*‘A court-martial held at Harbin April 
20 found them guilty, while belonging to 
the Japanese Army operating against Rus- 
sia, and in order to gain success for the 
army, of destroying or damaging telegraph 
and railway communications by means of 
pyroxylin and other accessories provided 
for that purpose, and of making their way 
secretly into Manchuria, where they were 
arrested by Russian patrols thirty versts 
southwest of the station of Tur-chi-Kha, 
on the Eastern Chinese Railway. The offi- 
cers wore Mongolian dress to disguise their 
nationality. 

“The officers were condemned to be de- 
prived of their civil rights and to be exe- 
cuted by hanging. 

“I confirmed the sentence, but, in view 
of the officers’ rank, consented that they be 
shot instead of hanged, with the same loss 
of civil rights. 

“TI refused their prayer to spare their 
lives, and they were executed at 6 o’clock 
on the evening of April 21.” 


HARBIN, April 21.—The two officers of 
the Japanese General Staff, a Colonel and 
a Captain, who were arrested by the rail- 
road guard eighteen miles from this place 
on April 16, were found guilty by a court- 
martial and sentenced to be hanged. 

The officers listened quietly to the sen- 
tence of the court, but subsequently asked 
that their lives be spared. Gen. Kuropatkin 
confirmed the finding of the court, but, 
taking into consideration the fact that the 
accused are soldiers, he ordered that they 
be shot instead of hanged. 

The sittings of the court-martial attracted 
a large attendance, including many wod- 
men. 


MUKDEN, April 21.—The operations of 
the Russians in Manchuria are greatly ham- 
pered by the immense number of spies. Ma- 
jor Gen. Kondratovitch, commanding the 


Ninth East Siberian Rifle Brigade, pars 
the Japanese have taken advantage of the 
convenient location of Niy-Chwang, which 
is full of spies. 

“In the guise of merchants, beggars, 
ragpickers, and lackeys,”’ says the General, 
**these spies sniff everywhere. They have 
grown pigtails, showing that they have 
been preparing for their work for a long 
time, and that they are unwilling to trust 
entirely the information supplied by the 
Chinese. They are hard to get rid of. 

“These insects as soon as they obtain in- 
formation cross the river into Chinese ter- 
ritory, where they use the telegraph. Some 
of them have been caught, but the majori- 
ty wander among the troops, and nothing 
can be done to prevent it.” 

A Chinese spy, who was caught several 
days ago, was sent to Liao-Yang, where he 
was shot. The Chinese manifested deep 
sympathy, following him along the streets 
after he had been captured. 


RUSSIAN COMMERCE SUFFERS. 


Business Circles Not Confident as to the 
Outcome of the War.

MOSCOW, April 21.—The repeated dis- 
asters to the Russian fleet in the Far 
Bast are plainly producing a most de- 
pressing effect in Russian commercial 
circles. The bulk of the trading com- 
munity would be glad to be out of the 
struggle to-morrow on any reasonable 
terms. 

Business men point out that, even if 
beaten in Manchuria, Japan has Korea 
to fall back upon, from which country it 
would be no easy matter to dislodge her. 
They ask where Japan, if beaten in the 
long run, is to obtain the means to repay 
Russia for her financial and other losses, 
The prospect of relatively insignificant 
Japanese contributions, spread wide over 
a period covering generations, does not 
attract them. 

Moreover, they do not share the confi- 
dence of military circles in regard to the 
final outcome of the operations in the 
field.

PARIS, April 21.-A dispatch to Yhe 
Temps from St. Petersburg says the cost 
of the war up to April 5 in all branches of 
the service is officially estimated at $46,- 
250,000. The cost by June will reach $100,- 
000,000. The allotment for June is $15,- 
000,000 for the army and $5,000,000 for the 
navy. 

The Trans-Siberian Railroad, the dispatch 
adds, will show a deficiency of $22,500,000 
for the year. If the war lasts eighteen 
months it is estimated that the total cost

Therefore, if the 
need arises, the Government will have re- 
course to short-term loans. 


DUE TO JAPANESE MINES. 


Russians Now Admit Enemy Caused 
the Petropavloysk Disaster. 


8ST. PETERSBURG, April 22.—All doubt 
as to the cause of the destruction of the 
battleship Petropavlovsk and the damage 
to the battleship Pobieda at Port Arthur is 
dissipated by a report ‘submitted by tele- 
graph to the Emperor yesterday. In it 
Viceroy Alexieff states in a way that 
leaves the matter no longer an open ques- 
tion that mines were responsible for the 
disaster. 

The admission that Japanese ships were 
off Port Arthur on the night preceding 
the going out of the Russian ships tends 
to establish Vice Admiral Togo’s claim 
that his ships laid mines on which the 
Russian battleshivs struck. 

The Viceroy’s report was sent only after

AMERICA RESERVES RIGHTS 


Acknowledges Receipt of Russia’s Note, 
but May Take Action if Citizens 
Are Affected.

At any rate Lord Lansdowne is fully 
impressed with the view that the atti- 
tude Russia has assumed as to wireless 
telegraphy is unjustifiable and altogether 
absurd. 

The only correspondent directly affect- 
ed by the Russian note is the correspond- 
ent of The London Times and THE NEW 
York Times. Lord Lansdowne, who 
fully understands the methods and 
Status of this correspondent, un- 
qualifiedly repudiates the Russian con- 
tention that he is in the same category 
as a spy, and condemns the purposes 
Russia entertains in respect to the corre- 
spondent, his chartered vessel, and his 
wireless telegraphy apparatus.

ST. PETERSBURG, April 21.—Foreign 
Minister Lamsdorff has been notified that 
the United States reserves all the rights 
she may have under international law in 
the event of any American citizen being 
affected by Russia's decision in the case of 
war correspondents using wireless teleg- 
raphy. 

This notification does not involve a pro- 
test against Russia’s course, It simply re- 
serves whatever rights may exist in regard 
to the yet unadjudicated question of the 


use of wireless telegraphy in time of war. 

Ail the powers were notified of Russia's 
order simultaneously with the United 
States, but the latter is the only Govern- 
ment that has made any reply. The ac- 
tion of the United States is accepted with- 
out criticism. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Announcement 
Was made at the State Department to-day 
that the United States had acknowledged 
the receipt of the Russian Government’s 
note defining the status of correspondents 
in the Far Hast using wireless telegraphy. 
In acknowledging the note this Govern- 
ment reserves the right to take any action 
which may be necessary if the interests of 
American citizens are affected. 

Secretary Hay and Count Cassini to-day 
briefly discussed the wireless telegraphy 
question, and it is believed here that when 
the war is over Russia and the United 
States may take the lead in the calling of 
a world’s congress to define once and for 
all the status of wireless telegraphy in in- 


ternational law.

RUSSIA WISE TO RECONSIDER. 


Astonishing That the Edict Against the 
Wirelees Service Was Ever Issued. 


From The Newark Daily Advertiser. 


It is just as well that Russia has reconsidered 
its order that correspondents sending war news 
from Oriental waters by wireless telegraph will 
be treated as spies and shot, at least in so far 
as to announce that it is not to be enforced at 
once. In fact, it is astonishing that the pro- 
nunciamento was ever issued, for there are many 
reasons why it never would be carried out. The 
order was directed especially against the Haimun, 
the unarmed pressboat of The London Times and 
Trp New YORK TLMEsS, sailing under a neutral 
flag, from which have been sent the uncensored 
wireless dispatches of the fighting in the Far 
East. 

In the first place the nations of the earth will 
not stand for so outrageous an attempt at viola- 
tion of the laws of neutrality. Russia 
know, and evidently does know, that if she 
seized an English or an American citizen en- 
gaged in this work and treated him as a spy 
there would have to be an instant reckoning 
which she cannot afford to risk. In the second 
place Russia has no recognized jurisdiction out- 
side the three-mile limit of the coast of the Liao- 
Tung Peninsula, and actually can exercise no 
at all even there, because Japan won't let nw § 
Her warships have all they can do dodging 
Japanese shot and shell and torpedoes, and are 
dojng it very unsuccessfully. 

In fact, Russia's ‘‘ zone of operations’’ on the 
sea is confined to the very narrow limits of the 
harbor of Port Arthur, and she couldn't catch the 
Haimun if she tried. The threat was in effect 
an idle one, which she is impotent to execute; 
consequently it was a foolish one. There is not 
the slightest danger of the wireless newspaper 
war dispatches being stopped on the high seas 
by any attempt of Russia to engraft this new 
and preposterous doctrine upon internationa) 
law or usage, 


No Sensible Reason for It.

'_ 8ST. PETERSBURG, April 21.—The last 
‘Gocument left by Baron Toll, the arctic 
explorer, from whom nothing has been 
heard directly since he left the yacht Zaria 
in 1902 and started for Bennett Island, and 
who is reported to have perlished in the 
Arctic Ocean, has been found by Lieut. 
Koichak. It is dated at Paul Keppan Bay, 
Bennett Island, Nov. 11, 1902, and is as 
follows: 

“Accompanied by Astronomer Seeberg 
and two traders, I left the Winter quarters 
of the Zaria in Nirpich Bay on June 7. We 
proceeded by the northern shore of Ko- 
telnyi and Thaddeus Islands to Cape Vysoki, 
and on July 13 we headed for Bennett 
Island. The ice was rather broken on July 


25, and we prepared to take to two ‘ bay-

dars,’ native boats. 
of our dogs. 

“The ice floe on which we camped car- 
ried us in four and a half days forty-eight 
miles on our course, but, bearing off, we 
left it on July 31, crossing the remaining 
twenty-three miles to Bennett Island on 
the ‘ baydars,’ landing on Aug. 3 at Cape 
Emma.”’ 

The document then describes the results 
of Astronomer Seeberg’s survey of Bennett 
Island, by which it is shown to be an off- 
shoot’of the Central Asian plateau. It is 
composed of the oldest Cambrian strata, 
broken by outflows of basalt, which cover 
brown coal measures. 

The remains of coniferous vegetation and 
the bones of mammoth and other quater- 
nary animals bared by the action of the 
water were seen in the valleys. . In addition 
to white bear and walrus, the party found 
a herd of thirty reindeer, on the flesh of 
which they lived and out of the skin of 
which they made garments and footgear 
for the wintry voyage back. 

The document describes a number of spe- 
cies of gulls which were seen. LEagles, 
falcons, and flocks of geese were also ob- 


served. The document in conclusion says: 

“Owing to a fog, we could not see the 
land whence the birds came, nor distin- 
guish Sannikoff Land. We are leaving a 
number of recording photgraphic instru- 
ments and start to-day for the south, pro- 
visioned for from fourteen to twenty days.

BOY TRIES SUICIDE FOR LOVE. 


Saic He Came East to Forget a Woman, 
Then Turned on the Gas. 


Lying strapped fast to a cot in the Brook- 
lyn Hospital last night in such a frenzy of 
delirium that the doctors feared he must 
die from heart failure before morning, was 
a youth who is believed to be Reed Harlow 
of 114 Tenth Street, Toledo, Ohio. He was 
found early yesterday morning in his room 
in the house of Mrs. Mary Shipman, 357 Jay 
Street, Brooklyn, unconscious from gas 
poisoning and made a prisoner on the 
charge of attempted suicide. 

His identification was confirmed by a 
ecard stitched in his overcoat. Mrs. Ship- 
man smelled the gas while preparing break- 
fast and traced it to his room. The door 
was burst in and he was found unconscious, 
nor has he since made a rational statement, 
but Mrs. Shipman believes he sought to die 
because of disappointment in a love affair, 
She says he engaged his room Monday 
night and had no baggage. 

Tuesday evening, in talking with her, the 
young man intimated that he had come 
Esst in order to forget a woman. By his 
bed was found an open letter addressed to 
Mrs. Shipman. It read: 

“As you see, I have committed suicide. 
You will do me a great favor if you will 
mail these letters which I leave to my 
father, so that he can take charge of my 
body.” 

One of the letters was addressed to Capt. 
W. J. Harlow, 70 Brownell Street, Cleve- 
land, Ohio; another to Mrs. Catherine Har- 
low, 114 Tenth Street, Toledo, and another 
to a young woman in Cleveland. These 
were forwarded by Coroner Flaherty, who 


took charge of the case at the request of 
the police.

He added that his son was only fifteen

.PREHISTORIC HORSES FOUND. 


Results of Whitney Gift Described to 
Scientists in Washington. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—At the meeting 
of the National Academy of Sciences to-day 
a description was given of researches made 
by exploring parties sent out by the Ameri- 
can Museum of New York as a result of a 
gift of $15,000 made by the late William C. 
Whitney for the purpose of learning the 
prehistoric story of the horse on the Ameri- 
can Continents. The paper was read by 
Prof. Henry F. Osborn of Columbia Uuni- 
versity. 

The explorations have been carried on 
for three years and have resulted in a 
number of discoveries of great interest and 
value to zoologists and paleontologists. One 
of the finds made was of the skeletons of 
a small herd consisting of a mare and colts 
of the Neohipparion. This type was named 
the ‘ Neohipparion Whitney,’’ in honor of 
Mr. Whitney. The find was made in 1902 
in the upper Miocene formation of Ne- 
braska. 

Other finds were a specimen of the 
“Equus Scotti,” or true lower Pleistocene 
horse, discovered in 1900 in Texas. 

Prof. Osborn also read a paper advocat- 
ing a reclassification of the reptilia, chief- 
ly interesting to the lay mind because of 
the positive announcement that man as a

Labor, Leader’ - Produced Under 
Habeas Corpus Writ. 


FRIEND BEATEN BY GUARDS 


Federation’s Secretary Strikes Cavalry 
Officer and Narrowly Escapes Death 
at Hands of Angry Troopers. 


DENVER, April 21.—President Charles H. 
Moyer of the Western Federation of Miners, 
who arrived in Denver to-day in custody 
of State troops after several week's incar- 
ceration at Telluride, where martial law is 
in force in consequence of labor troubles, 
was taken before the State Supreme Court 
this afternoon under the writ of habeas 
corpus which had been issued in his case. 
At the Oxford Hotel he entered a hack with 
Gen. Sherman M. Bell and Capt. Bulkley 
Welles, the respondents to the writ, and the 
vehicle was driven rapidly to the State 
House, followed by thirty-two armed sol- 
diers, who guarded the entrances to the 
cortroom while the habeas corpus proceed- 
ings were in progress. 

Attorney General N, C. Miller and Attor- 
ney John M, Waldron appeared in court for 
the Governor and military authorities, and 
Attorney E. F. Richardson in behalf of Mr. 
Moyer. Chief Justice Gabbart and Justice 
Steele were on the bench} Justice Campbell 
being absent. 

The return to the writ presented by At- 
torney General Miller set forth that the 
petitioner, Moyer, is lawfully restrained of 
his liberty under and pursuant to the ex- 
press command of the Governor and Com- 
mander in Chief of the military forces of 
the State of Colorado as a military neces- 
Sity in the course of the suppression of an 
existing state of insurrection and rebellion 
in the County of San Miguel. 

Gen. Bell’s answer, in which he repre- 
sented that all acts of the other respondent, 
Capt. Welles, were performed under com- 
mand of his superior officer, (Bell,) de- 
clared that Moyer was an active partici- 
pant in fomenting and keeping alive the 
insurrection and rebellion: in San Miguel 
County, and that it was necessary to re- 
strain him for some time to come. Bell 
further represented that he has been or- 
dered by the Governor not to release Moyer 
either upon writ of habeas corpus or other- 
wise until so commanded by the Governor. 

The court heard arguments on a motion 
of the petitioner to be admitted to bail 
pending a decision on the question of the 
court’s jurisdiction, and took the matter 
under advisement. 

Mr. Moyer was then removed to the hotel 
in custody of the military, 

Defying the detachment of cavalry which 
brought Moyer to appear before the Su- 
preme Court, W. D. Haywood, Secretary- 
Treasurer of the Federation, attempted 
to hold a conversation with the prisoner 
while he was being taken from the train 
at the Union Depot this morning. Ordered 
to stand back by Capt. Bulkeley Welles, 
commanding the guard, he struck the of- 
ficer in the face. In a second he was sur- 
rounded by a cordon of angry troopers, 
who struck at him with the butts of their 
carbines and beat him with six-shooters. 
That he was not killed by the excited sol- 
diers is due to the action of Bert Givens, 
the orderly of Capt. Welles. who struck 
up the muzzle of a gun aimed at Haywood 
and rescued him from his position between 
two cars where the, guardsmen had him 
cornered. 

Placed under arrest, he. was put in the 
middle of a hollow square of militiamen 
and marched to the Oxford Hotel, near the 
station. Here he again showed fight. and 
was beaten into submission. His injuries 
consist of a deep cut on the left side of the 
head and one on *the right side of his 
head which almost severed the lower lobe 
of his right ear. 

When a demand was made by Police Cap- 


tain Frank Lee for the release of Hay- 
wood on the ground that the military rule 
did not extend to Denver, Gen. Bell replied 
that he intended to hold Haywood as a 
military prisoner, and would shoot any one 
who attempted to take him, but neverthe- 
less, under orders from Gov. Peabody, 
Heywood was surrendered to Sheriff Arm- 
strong and placed in the county jail this 
afternoon. 

A telegram was sent to D. C. Copley, a 
member of the Executive Board of the 
Western Federation of Miners, who is in 
Kansas, requesting him to come to Denver 
immediately and take charge at Federa- 
tioa Headquarters. 


TO BRING BACK HERO’S BODY. 


Daughters of Revolution Petition Con- 
gress Regarding John Paul Jones. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Most of to- 
day’s session of the National Society of the 
Daughters of the American Revolution was 
devoted to reports from the State organiza- 
tions. Some discussion was had regarding 
the movement to bring the body of John 
Paul Jones, the naval hero of the Revolu- 
tion, from France to this country. Finally, 
a committee was appointed to urge upon 
Congress the passage of the resolution for 
bringing the body back. 

Mrs. Fairbanks preserited the report of 
the Committee on Continental Hall. Con- 
tributions to the hall fund were made by 
the various chapters. The local chapter of 
Indiana, to which Mrs. Fairbanks belongs, 
gave $1,000.

TUCKER IN COURT FOR 
MURDER OF MABEL PAGE 


Chief of Police Says Prisoner Ad- 
mitted Owning Broken Knife. 


STATE RESTS ITS CASE 


Father of Murdered Girl Testifies That 
He Had Never Seen Tucker Until 
Arrest Was Made. 


WALTHAM, Mass., April 21.—Charles L. 
Tucker, accused of the murder of Mabel 
Page at Weston on March 31, was brought 
here from Cambridge to-day for an ad- 
journed hearing in the Police Court. When 
the doors were opened the room in which 
the proceedings were to be held and all ap- 
proaches were choked by the assembled 
throng. 

Edward Page, father of the dead woman, 
was the first witness. His direct testimony 
related chiefly to his finding of the body 
of his daughter on the day of her death. 
He said he had never seen Tucker until 
after his arrest in connection with this 
case, 

Dr. Julian A. Mead, medical examiner, 
testified that at first he believed the case 
to be one of suicide, but the presence of the 
note and the cuts on the hand led to 4 
careful investigation. An autopsy showed 
that a knife wound in the chest, which 
punctured the heart, caused death. 

District Attorney Sanderson here pro- 
duced three pieces of a knife which the 
witness believed, when whole, could have 
made the wounds on the woman’s body. 
Dr. Mead reiterated a previous statement 
that he had no doubt that the knife was 


the one which made the wounds of Mabel.

Arthur J, Woodward, the driver of @ 
fish wagon, related the circumstances at- 
tending a ride taken by Mabel Walker of 
Damariscotta, Me., and Tucker and Henry 
Bourne on his wagon on the day of Mabel 
Page’s death, and said that at the end of 
about a quarter of a mile Tucker and Miss 
Walker left the team and went away in 
the direction of Weston. Afterward the 
witness found the sheath of a knife on the 
seat which Tucker had occupied. The 
sheath was produced in court and identi- 
fied. During the cross-examination of 
Woodward a coat was shown to him, which 
he said was much like the one Tucker wore 


|on March 31. 


The prosecution then called Chief Joseph 
E. Shaw of the State police, to tell of the 
evidence upon which Tucker was arrested. 
The chief said that he decided to take ac- 
fion against Tucker after an interview 
which he had on April 9, in which Tucker 
admitted that the knife sheath found by 
Woodward belonged to him and that the 
knife which fitted it had been broken, by 
Tucker in order that no suspicion might 
be directed against him in regard to the 
murder of Miss Page, The chief said that 
Tucker had admitted that there was blood 


on certain garments and explained how it 
came there. One reason given was that 
he had cut his hand while chopping wood. 
The chief said he saw a slight wound on 
Tucker’s hand. Several questions asked by 
counsel for the defense regarding the knife 
were excluded by .the court. Chief Shaw 
was the last witness presented by the 
prosecution, District Attorney Sanderson 
announcing that the State rested at the 
conclusion of his testimony. 

For the defense Egbert J. Schayler and 
Amy Roberts were called before adjourn- 
ment. Schayler told of being in the vicinity 
of the Page house between 11 and 12 o'clock 
on March 31 and of seeing no one near the 
place. Amy Roberts's evidence was inter- 
rupted by the adjournment. 


TYPEWRITERS MAY ORGANIZE. 


Second Meeting Held and a Labor Union 
Is Expected. 


The trades-union movement has struck 
the typewriters and stenographers in this 
city who, though they have unions in other 
cities, never have been organized in New 
York. 

Two preliminary meetings have taken 
place, the second being held last night at 
12 St. Mark’s Place. About fifty attended 
in all, one half of whom were men, as the 
sterner Sex are to have a chance, though 
the movement emanated from Miss Elsie 
Diehl, a bright young typewriter, of 322 
East Fifty-ninth Street, and a small circle 
of her women friends. 

The meeting last night was addressed by 
Herman Robinson, General Organizer of the 
American Federation of Labor. The meet- 
ing was in favor of forming a union, but 


the question of paying for a charter to 
the American Federation of Labor had to 
be considered. That matter was left in 
abeyance for the time. Then the question 
of the name for the proposed union was 
discussed, Some were in favor of calling it 
the Phonographic Society, but nothing def- 
inite was done, and it was decided to have 
another meeting next week, when it is ex- 
pected a union will be formed,

Prima Donna Declares Hus- 
band Cost Her $300,000. 


DENIES COLLUSION CHARGE 


Prima Donna. Wrote of Doshme’s 
“‘Life of Infidelity’’—Says She 
Supported Him Seven Years 
—Husband’s Side of Case. 


The. marital troubles of Mme. Lillian Nor- 
dica, the prima donna, and her ex-husband, 
Zoltan Doehme, were aired in court yester- 
day morning, when argument was had be- 
fore Justice MacLean on Mr. Doehme’s mo- 
tion to have the interlocutory decree of di- 
vorce recently awarded to Mme. Nordica 
set aside, 

Mme. Nordica’s defense was vigorous, and 
she said in her affidavit, submitted by 
James Russell Soley of Boardman, Platt & 
Soley, that since her marriage to Doehme 
in Indianapolis in May, 1896, he had cost her 
over.$300,000, It was also stated in the af- 
fidavit that in his efforts to effect a recon- 
ciliation with Mme. Nordica Doehme had 
threatened to kill her should her suit for 
divorce be successful. After killing his 
wife it was his intention, the affidavit said 
ho stated, to kill himself. 

The grounds on which Doehme made his 
motion are collusion and the technical 
question of the jurisdiction of the court, 
Doehme alleging that he is a non-resident 
of this State. 

George Gordon Hastings appeared for 
Doehme, Edward Lauterbach, his former 
counsel, was also in court and asked 
mission to file a statement of his connec- 
tion with the case, it having been alleged 
that he had been a party to the alleged 
collusion, Justice MacLean denied the re- 
quest. 


CHARGES OF COLLUSION. 


In presenting Doehme’s case Mr. Hast- 
ings said that his client had been induced 
to make practically no defense to Mme. 
Nordica’s suit, owing to collusion between 
the singer and Mr. Lauterbach, in con- 
sideration of which Mme. Nordica was to 
settle $45,000 on Mr. Doehme. 

His client; he said, had first heard of 
Mme. Nordica’s intentjpn to get a divorce 
from him in Paris, .the information being 
cabled to him by his brother. When he re- 
ceived this intelligence he immediately 
sailed for New York, and as soon as he 
stepped ashore he was served with the 
papers in the actions against him. These 
were four, they being for money that 
Doehme had as well as for divorce. 

Mr. Hastings then referred to the charges 
of collusion; saying that the prima donna 
had offered her husband $20,000 if he would 
agree to let the divorce go undefended It 
Was also agreed that Mr. Lauterbach’s fee 
was to be $5,000, $4,000 of which Mme. 
Nordica was to pay. Doehme agreed to the 
money arrangement, he said, but refused 
not to defend himself in the divorce action. 

It was also stated that Mme. Nordica.had 
promised’ Doehme to remarry him in Eng- 


land this Summer. It’ may be mentioned 
that Mme. Nordica denies s ecifically ever 
having made any such promise. 

Mr. Seley then presented Mme. Nordica’s 
side of the controversy. He told the court 
cat Doehme had spent over $300,000 be- 
longing to Mme. Nordica before she realized 
his ability to get hold of her money and 
keep it. She had often requested a state- 
ment of his expenditures, he said, but 
Doehme had not accommodated her. 

Mr. Soley then read a letter that Mme. 
Nordica had sent to Mr. Doehme, under 
date of Nov. 26, 1903, in which she said:

TO EVADE ANTI- REBATE LAW. 


Standard Oil Company’s Plan for Trans- 
continental Pipe System. - 


Special to The New York Times. 

CHICAGO, April 21—As a means of 
evading the anti-rebate law and of becom- 
ing further independent of the railroads, 
the Standard Oil Company has planned to 
lay a pipe line from Texas to New York, 
with branch lines radiating to the various 
oil fields. In this way the entire crude oil 
production of the United States is to be 
handled. 

As an adjunct to ened ebiivodtins, refin- 

ries will be erected at convenient intervals, 
and a fleet of oil steamers is to be~Qper- 
ated between Chicago and the eastern ports 
of the Great Lakes, By thus; uniting all 
the oil districts of the country, the Stand- 
ard Oil Company will_be enabled to feed 
any refinery at will a develop new fields. 

Chicago’s old depot, Whiting, Ind., will 
be made the radiating point of the trans- 
portation system. From this point pipe 
lines will extend to all ports on the lakes. 
Through the possession of the world’s larg- 
est refinery, the contemplated extension 
will make Whiting of much greater im- 
portance than it now is. The plant already 
there will be enlarged, and other plants 
made subsidiary to it. 

The recent injunction against pumping oil 
fromm one State into another has not caused 
much anxiety to the promoters of the 
scheme. In order to avoid the anti-trust 
law the company is separately organized in 
every State. Legally there is no connection 
between the Standard Oil Company of In- 
diana and that of Illinois, but an officer in 
one of these departments is said to be able 


to hold ‘the same positiog in any of the 
companies in the United d States or abroet.

"BAY STATE FOR OLNEY . 
BY THREE-TO-ONE YOTE 


Hearst Men Beaten in the Massa- 
chusetts Convention. 


THE UNIT RULE ADOPTED 


Entire State Delegation to be Governed 
by It in All Matters—Uproar on 
the Convention Floor. 


BOSTON, April 21.—By an overwhelming 
vote the Massachusetts Democratic Conven- 
tion at Tremont Temple to-day elected and 
instructed four delegates at large and the 
twenty-eight delegates from the various 
Congressional districts of the State to sup- 
port Richard Olney of this city for the 
Presidential nomination at the Democratic 
Convention in St, Louis next July. 

The supporters of William R. Hearst of 
New York as the Presidential nominee were 
defeated by a vote of about 600 to 200. A 
resolution offered by Representative John 
A. Coulthurst of Boston, indorsing the can- 
didacy of Mr. Hearst, was voted down by 
a very large majority. The delegates at 
large are William A. Gaston, Boston; Pat- 
rick A. Collins, Boston; William L. Doug- 
las, Brockton, and John R. Thayer, Worces- 
ter. 

The convention voted that the unit rule 
govern the action of the Massachusetts 
deiegation, not only in matters pertaining 
to the candidate indorsed, but in all mat- 
ters reiative to the convention, 

The platform adopted consisted only of 
the following plank indorsing Mr. Olney 
and instructing the delegates for him: 

“The Democrats of Massachusetts, in 
convention assembled, herewith record 
their conviction that to achieve success in 
the coming National campaign our nom- 
inee for President should be some citizen 
not only acknowledged throughout the 
Union to be of pre-eminent ability and un- 
questionable integrity and patriotism, but 
also one whose proved attachment to the 
Constitution and laws of the United States 
is a sure pledge that he will obey their in- 
junctions, submit to all their restrictions 
upon executive authority, and execute them 
personally. 

“To this end we present to the Demo- 
crats of the United States the name of 
Richard Olney as one conspicuously quali- 
fied for the office of President.

encroachments of a strong European 
power; one in whom the spirit of justice 
and of scrupulous regard for the rights of 
the people, singly and collectively, is in- 
born. 

“We hereby instruct the delegates and 
alternates chosen to attend the National 
Convention at St. Louis by this conven- 
tion and by the Congressional district con- 
ventions to place in nomination the name 
of Richard Olney as the choice of Massa- 
chusetts for the Democratic nomination for 
President, and we further instruct said 
delegates and alternates to cast the vote 
of Massachusetts as a unit for him in the 
convention until the nomination shall- be 
made or his name shall be withdrawn by 
authority. 

The proceedings of the convention were 
marked at times by scenes of the greatest 
turbulence, and Chairman Flahefty was 
able to restore order only with great dif- 
ficulty. 

The contest opened when the Hearst dele- 
gates opposed a motion for the appointment 
ef a committee on resolutions, which pfo- 
vided that all resolutions should be re- 
ferred to the committee without reading 
or debate. By a rising vote the modtion 
was carried by about 5 to 1. This was the 
first test of the relative strength of the two 
factions. 

It was during the reading of the resolu- 
tions favoring the candidacy of Mr. Olney 
and instructing the entire State delegation 
to vote for him that the convention reached 
the climax of its turbulence. There was an 
uproar when the unit rule was read. 

Shouts of ‘“‘No, No!” from the Hearst 
delegates rang through the hall, and cries 
of “It is an outrage!’’ could be distin- 
guished in the general noise and confusion. 
Suddenly the Hearst delegates stood up on 
their seats and with great enthusiasm gave 
cheer after cheer for Hearst. The spirit 
seemed to infect the Olney men, for they, 
too, stood and cheered heartily for their 
choice, 

When this demonstration, which lasted 
several minutes, had subsided, John A. 
Coulthurst read the minority report indors- 
ing Mr. Hearst as the Democratic nominee. 
The reading of this report was the signal 
for another uproar. The question then 
came upon the substitution of the minority 
report of the committee for the majority 
report. 

A heated debate followed. Delegate Cun- 
ningham of Somerville declared that if the 
Hearst delegates were not given a fair 


show they would form a new party. Dele- 
gate Donihue of Lowell referred to the ma- 
jority report as an “infamous gag rule.” 
During this debate cheers, hisses, and 
hand clapping continued. 

A vote on the question of substitution re- 
sulted in an overwhelming victory for the 
Olney forces, the motion to substitute being 
lost by a three-to-one vote. The majority 
report was adopted by a similar vote. 

After adjournment George Fred Williams 
issued qa statement in which he said that 
the action of the convention in adopting 
the unit rule was rank absurdity from be- 
ginning to end, and that the district dele- 
gates would pay no attention to to-day’s 
votes. “If they are instructed,” he said, 
“by their own conventions they will act 
accordingly. If they are uninstructed they 
will vote according to their own will.”

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ANTI-CANAL MEN TO FIGHT 
GOV. ODELL’S CANDIDATE 


Up-State Leaders Against Erastus 
C. Knight for Governor. 


FEELING AGAINST THE CANAL 


Buffalo Mayor’s Record on That Subject 
Would Kill Him, Says Republican 
Politician—Fear for Local Traffic. 


The Republicans in the anti-canal coun- 
ties of the State are preparing to oppose 
the candidacy of Mayor Erastus C. Knight 
of Buffalo for the Republican nomination 
for Governor. 

“His canal record will kill Knight. No 
canal man can be nominated by the Re- 
publicans this year,’’ was the statement 
made last night by one of the most promi- 
nent Republican leaders in the State. 

The candidacy of Mayor Knight has re- 
ceived considerable headway ever since 
Gov. Odell had him named as his alternate 
for Elector at Large, thereby heightening 
the impression already prevalent that 
Knight was his favorite of all the Guber- 
natorial candidates. It is now evident that 
the anti-canal men, intend to take active 
steps not only to put a quietus on the Buf- 
falo Mayor’s boom, but to see to it that no 
man with canal sympathies is put to the 
front. 

It is denied that the movement against 
Knight because of his canal views is In fa- 
vor of Speaker Nixon, one of the foremost 
of Mr. Knight's rivals, whose influence in 
the Assembly was always against the canal 
proposition. All that is desired, it is stated, 
is that the man nominated shall be a man 
who did not support the $101,000,000 ref- 
erendum. 

The same Republican leader who told 
of the opposition to Mayor Knight among 
up-State Republicans in anti-canal counties 
said that the bitterness in these counties 
on the canal question could not be under- 
stood unless one went among the people 
and heard them express themselves on the 
subject. 

“The vote which Senator George Green 
of Broome County cast in favor of the 
canal proposition,’” he said, “is causing 
him more worry than his indictment in 
connection with the Post Office frauds. 
He has lost more prestige with his con- 
stituents on that account than he has by 
reason of the pending charge against him 
of having bribed a Federal official.’’ 

The same intense feeling on the subject 
is said to exist in other anti-canal coun- 
ties. Just what the anti-canal men hope 
to gain by having a man nominated for 
Governor whose ideas on the subject of the 
canal improvement accord with their own 
is not clear, but it is intimated that hope 
still exists that with such a man in the 
Governor’s chair a way may yet be found 
fn which the expenditure voted by the peo- 
ple for canal improvement may be cur- 
tailed. 

One of the latest anti-canal arguments is 


that the canal will destrey all local traffic, 
which is now the principal business of the 
present canal. Local traffic, it is said, will 
not pay when a thousand-ton barge has to 
proceed under its own steam, and as the 
towpath will be destroyed it. will not be 
pessible tor smaller craft to operate in the 
old way. 


DISAPPROVES NIAGARA BILL. 


Gov. Odell Intimates T! That He Will Veto 
the Measure. 


Special to The New York Times. 

FORTRESS MONROE, Va., April 21.— 
Gov. Odell, chatting this morning at the 
Hotel Chamberlin, said that he, would re- 
turn to Albany Tuesday and consider the 
so-called ‘“‘ grab”’ bills. 

He strongly intimated that he would veto 
the Niagara Falls bill. He said of this that 
it gave the company unlimited power to 
engage in almost any business it chose and 
to acquire the right of eminent domain all 
through the State. The Governor said that 
it gave in its charter greater powers than 
any other bill he could remember. 

Of course, he said, further study of the 
bill might make it appear that it was not 
such a tremendous grant. He would give 
those interested in its becoming a law a 
hearing on his return to Albany. 

Laughingly Gov. Odell said that in his dual 
capacity as Governor and Chairman of the 
Republican State Comméttee he would have 
to deal with the measures before him, but 
that he felt certain he would look dt them 
from the view point of the people of the 
State. 

o return to the Niagara bill,’ he con- 
tinuéd, ‘‘it grants the right to take water 
power from any stream in the State. 
When the State grants this power to elec- 
tric companies the concession involves the 
duty, like that of common carrier, of sell- 
ing ‘light or power to any who wish to 
purchase. But they don’t have to sell one 
volt above or one below 1,000 volts. I am 
not sure about the advantage of this to 
the people of the State. 

“People have short memories. In my 
first term as Governor we took all the 
powers of the Ramapo away. There is a 
lot of talk about John Smith’s bill. Some 
call it Ramapo. He did it in the interest 
of Wappinger’s Creek. If that watershed 
were condemned it’ would ruin the industry

Police Commissioner McAdoo was offi-

MORMON, UNDER PROTEST, 
SAYS HE HAS SIX WIVES 


Patriarch Cannon Confesses After 
Promise of Immunity. 


WITHHOLDS CHURCH PLEDGE 


Endowment House Oath Too Sacred, He 
Says, to Proclaim to the World— 
Only Very Pure Men Take It, 

He Testifies. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Angus Cannon, 
Seventy years old, patriarch in the Mor- 
mon Church and President of Salt Lake 
“ stake’ for twenty-eight years, gave sen- 
Sational testimony in the Smoot case to- 
day. Mr. Cannon confessed that he had six 
wives, all living, and had gone to prison 
rather than give them up. ; 

Mr. Cannon said he has lived in Salt Lake 
since 1849, but had been blessed in the 
Mormon Church when he was five years 
old. He was designated patriarch in the 
Church by President Joseph F. Smith about 
two weeks ago. Patriarchs, the witness 


said, rank next to the twelve apostles in 
dignity. 

The sensation of the hearing occurre? 
when Mr. Tayler examined Mr. Cannon 3A 
regard to his various marriages. Mr. Tay- 
ler asked the witness when he was first 
married, and he answered: ‘On July 18, 
1858."’ 

“To whom?”’ 

“Sarah Maria Mousley.”’ 

* Who next?” 

Mr. Cannon stood up and his voice shook 
with great emotion as he said: ‘‘I beg an 
opportunity to explain and to ask a ques- 
tion of the Chairman before I proceed. 
Nineteen years ago I was brought into 
great trouble. I was prosecuted and sent 
to prison because I acknowledged the moth- 
ers of my children as my families. I was 
given the opportunity of deserting my fam- 
ilies or going to prison—and I went to 
prison. 

“TIT was sent to prison for eight months, 
and served six months, when the Supreme 
Court took up my case and I was released. 
While I was in prison I said to my asso- 
ciates who called to see me: ‘ You could 
not come here in honor; I could not stay 
out in honor.’ 

“For a long time I have lived within the 
law as far as it was possible to do so, in 
the face of obligations to my families. I 
have not paraded my families, but in honest 
pride I have nourished them. 

“The press of the country has carica- 
tured President Smith for the testimony he 
gave in regard to plural families, and if f 
am asked to make similar exhibitions of 
my family I appeal for protection from any 
consequences that may be the result of the 
testimony. I will answer all questions in 
regard to myself or the Church if I am 
assured that I wilLmot be placed in peril by 
reason of the testimony.’ 

Mr. Tayler said that he did not desire an- 
swers to any questions which related to 
marriages that were not fully exempted 
from prosecution under the Statute of Lim- 
itation, and on that statement Chairman 
Burrows directed that the question con- 
cerning the secund marriage of Mr. Cannon 
should be answered. 

Q.—To whom were you next married? 
Amanda Mousley. 

Q.—When were you married to her? A.—At 
the same hour that I was married to Sarah Ma- 
ria Mousley. 

Q.—By the,same ceremony? A.—Yes. 
Q.—To whom were you next married? 
Clara C, Lason, in 15875. 
| The witness added that he was married 
‘to Martha Hughes in 1884, Maria Bannion 
in 1886, Johanna C. Donelson in 1886, and 
that he had not been married since that 
time. All his wives, he said, are living. 

The witness was asked if he remembered 
a prosecution against him in 1886 for po- 
lygamous marriage of Hattie Hughes Can- 
non and he answered that he remembered 
the prosecuticn, but did not remember 
which wife was named, He said he was 
arrested, but had not testified in any hear- 
ing. W hen asked to describe the residence 
of his various wives, he said they all lived 
in Salt Lake County, but in separate houses; 
that he had families by five of his wives. 

Q.—Do you live with all of your wives now? 
A.—I am sorry to say that I don’t. 

Q.—Why? Because you are now in Wash.- 
ington, and cannot be living with them? A.—No. 
Because of an agreement made by the Church 
which compels me to be as modest as 1 can, 

Chairman Burrows asked in regard to this 
agreemert, and the witness said he referred 
tu the manifesto of 1890 declaring against a 
continuation of polygamous cohabitation. 

Q.—What has been the effect of the manifest 
upon you? A.—It has made me more modes 4 
and I have been only as attentive as I felt 
common humanity required me to be. 

Q.—What do you mean by that? A.—I mean 
that this church order has made me more cold 
in my treatment of them than I should be. 

Chairman Burrows asked many questions 
concerning the attitude of the witness 
toward the laws of the land and the laws 
of God, both of which declared against 
polygamous marriage and his obligation to 
his families. 

Mr. Cannon said he was meeting the sit- 
uation to the best of his ability and trying 
as nearly as possible ty equalize his loyalty 
to all of his obligations. He related the 
preceedings at the recent conference at 
Salt Lake at which President Smith had 
been supported for the testimony he had 
given in Washington. When asked if the 
people had censured the President of the 
Church for his testimony he said he had 
heard of no criticism, but that they re- 

retted the circumstances which made such 
isclosures necessary. 

Chairman Burfows asked the witness how 
it was that the resolutions adopted at that 
conference had not declared against polyg- 
\amous living and did declare against polyg- 
amy. The witness replied that the question 
of polygamous living had not been men- 
tioned; that it was understood that those 
who had plural wives should not parade 
them offensively, but should care for them, 
Mr. Cannon said he had seconded the reso- 
lution that had been adopted. 

Q.—Do you mean that you will go on living 
with your plural wives? A.—I will have to im- 
prove greatly if I don’t. I follow the dicta- 
tion of my conscience in the matter. 

Mr.,Cannon declined to reveal the oaths 
taken in the Endowment House, saying that 
they were sacred covenants entered into 
with their Maker. He said that only the 
very pure are permitted to enter the En- 
Gcowment House. 

_** You mean such as yourself and Presi- 
dent Smith?’’ asked Chaiman Burrows. *& 

Again and again the witness evaded ques- 
tions relating to the character of the obli- 
gations taken in the Endowment House, 
and finally said that ‘‘God had made it 
known that the sacred covenants should 
not be spoken of to the world.’’ He would 
not say that there was any penalty at- 
tached to such disclosures or whether prom- 
ise was given that the questions should not 
be answered. Mr. Cannon said the twelve 
apostles had taken the Endowment House 
oath, 

* Concerning the character of the Endow- 
ment House marriage ceremonies little 
could be obtained from Mr. Cannon. When 
pressed too closely he answered that he 
could not remember. 


AGE LIMIT BILL OPPOSED. 


Congressmen Disapprove Measure to 
Oust Clerks 70 Years Old.

It is said that Mr. Gillett did not intend 
to press his bill in earnest, but that he in- 
troduced it in order to make weight against 
the repeated demands of the clerks for 
pensions, The Massachusetts Representa- 


tive, in common with hundreds of public 
men, holds that the Government clerk is 
well treated by the Government, that he 
performs no hazardous or extraordinary 
service to afford the ground for a claim 
for a pension, and that if he would 
moderately saving and judicious he would 
provide amply for old age. 

It is considered extremely unlikely that 
any action will be taken on the. matter 
now; as the session is so nearly at an end. 
Even should the subject come from the 
House to the Senate no action is antici-

CANAL ZONE BILL PASSED. 
House Accepts Measure Giving the Pres- 
ident Sole Power. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—The House to- 
Gay passed the bill providing a temporary 
government for the Panama Canal zone 
after it had been criticised roundly for the 
power it gives the President. 

The subject for the Kittridge bill was 
considered. Messrs. Adamson, (Ga.,) Stev- 
ens, (Minh.,) and Richardson, (Ala.,). mem- 
bers of the Committee on Inter-State and 
Foreign Commerce, urged its passage, con- 
tending that it was word for word similar 
to what Jefferson had suggested and ap- 
proved for the government of the territory 


of Louisiana. 

The bill was vigorcusly opposed by Mr. 
Harrison, (N. Y.,) who characterized it as 
despotism run mad, because it gave the 


{ President authority greater than any sover- 


eign in the world. He sarcastically re- 
marked that members ought to be grateful 
that the President had consented to consuit 
the House “instead ofvlegislating from the 
White House, as he is accustoming to do- 
ing.”’ He thought that on the eve of a 
Presidential election “‘ this autocratic pow- 
er’’ would throw open to him 600 or 700 
offices. “ 

Mr. Hepburn}, (lowa,) Chairman of the 
committee, got into a spirited colloquy with 
Mr. Gaines, (Tenn.,) who assert that 
there already were statutes affecting the 
government of the cana! zone, but that the 
President had ridden over them rough- 


shod. 

“T doubt if it is the idea of the best 
standards of citizenship,” tartly replied 
Mr. Hepburn, “‘ that a man shall stand as a 
brawler against the Chief Executive of his 
Nation.”’ 

**T always do that,’"’ answered Mr. Gaines, 
‘when they don’t obey the law, no matter 
who or where it is.”’ 


MR. PAYNE MUCH IMPROVED. 


Postmaster General’s Health Has Mend- 
ed Steadily Since He Went to Sea.

WASHINGTON, April 21.—Private ad- 
vices received here state that the published 
accounts of Postmaster General Payne's 
prostration by an excessively bad attack 
of his malady while in Galveston are wholly 
false. 

Mr. Payne's health has improved stead- 
ily since he went to sea, as it always does. 
He“is a good sailor. He is now at Key 
West, and has gained steadily, he says, 
ever since he left here.

AMEND SUNDRY CIVIL BILL. 


Senator Aldrich Says It Does Not Mean 
Unlimited Purchase of Bullion. 
Special to The New York Times. 
WASHINGTON, April 21.—An amend- 
ment made by the Senate to the Sundry 
Civil bill removes all limitation as to the 
amount of subsidiary silver coins that may 
be issued. The act of March 14, 1890, pluced 
the limit at $100,000,000, This limitation 
was in a measure removed by the Sundry 

Civil act of 1903. - 

The Senate amendment to the pending bill 
positively removes the one-hundred-million 
limit. It is not understood how the Senate 
amendment will help the Treasury out of 
the dilemma into which it will be placed 
after all the bullion now held is converted 
into fractional coins. The limitation to the 
amount that may be outstanding is re- 
moved, but it makes no provision for sup- 
plying bullion to continue the coinage. 

Some of the House members are of opin- 
ion that the amendment of the Senate would 
practically reopen the unlimited purchase 


of silver bullion and its conversion into 
fractional coins. , 

Senator Aldrich, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, on whose recommendation the 
amendment was made to the Sundry Civil 
bill, has no apprehension in that direction. 
He said the Secretary of the Treasury 
wanted authority to use silver dollars held 
in Treasury vaults for the coinage of frac- 
tional silver, and if that could not be se- 
cured, then he recommended the removal of 
the limitation as to the amount of sub- 
sidiary silver to be coinad. 


ALLEGES RAILWAY MERGER. 


Gaines’s Resolution Asks for Inquiry 
Into Pennsylvania and Other Roads. 


WASHINGTON, April 21.—Representa- 
tive Gaines of West Virginia has introduced 
a resolution reciting that ‘‘it is a matter 
of common statement’’ that the Pennsyl- 
vania Railroad system, the Baltimore and 
Ohio Company, the Chesapeake and Ohio 
taliway Company, and the Norfolk and 
Westérn Railway Company have plans de- 
signed to effect a “community of inter- 
est ’’’ by which common control or direction 
has been and is being applied to the opera- 
tion and rates of the iines mentioned. 

The resolution concludes with provision 
for an investigation of these allegations by 
the Inter-State Commerce Commission. The 


resolution was referred to the Committee 
on Inter-State and Foreign Commerce.

37,000,000 TOTED FOR 
_ PENSIONS BY SENATE 


Messrs. Scott and McCumber De- 
fend Service Pension Order. 


MAY ADJOURN APRIL 28 


Majority Will Decide on Programme To 
day—Democrats Not Averse to End- 
ing Session on That Date. 


—_— 

WASHINGTON, April 21.—After a debate 
in which the service pension order was de- 
fended by Messrs. McCumber and Scott, the 
Senate to-day passed the Pension bill, car- 
rying an appropriation of $137,000,000. 

Mr. McCumber expressed the opinion 
that the time was approaching for the en- 
actment of a general service pension law, 
Of the recent executive pension order, he 
said that it was in harmony with the laws 
making pensioners dependent upon physical 
disability. 

He said that the fixing of sixty years as 
the age of half disability and of seventy- 
five years as the age of total disability had 
been the result of long and careful inquiry 
by the Pension Office, and that it had 
been found necessary to have a general and 
fixed rule to insure uniformity. Mr. Mc- 
Cumber said that the Secretary could not 
have fixed fifty-three years as the mini- 
mum age of disability, because to do so 
would not have been reasonable, although 
he would have the abstract right to fix 
such an age. He invited any Senator who 
thought the Secretary invaded the field of 
legislation to test the matter by seeking 
an injunction, 

Mr. Scott expressed regret that Mr. Mc- 
Cumber had felt called on to defend the 
pension system. The man, who, like Sena- 
tor Nelson or Senator Aldrich, had taken 
his knapsack on his back, deserved the 
gratitude of his country. ‘It makes no 
difference whether the deficiency is four 
millions or four hundred millions, I am for 
the soldier and his widow and children, 
and if I could’ do so by a Vote of mine I 
woule pay a pension of $25 a month to 
every soldier, whatever his term of service 
and whether he was rich or poor.” 

The, Emergency River and Harbor Ap- 
propriation bill, which carries $3,000,000, 
also was passed to-day, by leaving only 
the General Deficiency and the Military 
Academy bills of the supply. measures still 
to be considered by the Senate. 

With a demand that the Republicans say 
whether the minority party is to have an 
opportunity to press to a conclusion sev- 
eral of their pet measures, the Democrats 
held the Senate in executive session for 
more than an hour to-day. The long ses- 
sion provoked the majority to call a meet- 
ing of their steering committee for to-mor- 
row to decide on a definite adjournment 
programme. 

The Republicans are agreed that Con- 
gress should adjourn on April 28, but they 
have not been ready unalterably to fix 
that date. They have in mind some special 
legislation tacked on appropriation bills 
which the Democrats compelled last ses- 
sion, and this year the Republican leaders 


have determined that appropriation bills 
shall be out of the way before bridges are 
burned, 

The question of adjournment came up on 
an inquiry as to whether a vote was to be 
permitted on the nomination of William D. 
Crum to be Collector of the Port of Charles- 
ton. It was argued that this nomination 
would bring a great deal of debate, and it 
is now certain a vote cannot be had on it 
at this session. The discussion indicated 
that the Democratic Senators are not 
strongly opposed to the Republican policy

SULLY DEMURRER OVERRULED. 


Judge Holt Declines to Act Against 
Bankruptcy Petition. 


Judge Hoit, in the United States District 
Court, yesterday overruled the demurrer 
interposed by Daniel J. Sully & Co., the 
failed cotton firm, against the petition in 
involuntary bankruptcy filed against the 
firm by Stephen M. Weld & Co., Gwath- 
mey & Co., and other creditors. 

In his argument supporting the demurrer 
John R. Dos Passos maintained that the 
claims set forth by the petitioning creditors 
were not provable claims in bankruptcy, 
and that the firm of Daniel J. Sully &,Co. 
was not responsible for this debt. He 
stated that Sully & Co. were not respon- 
sible for $2,000,000 of the alleged debts. 

“This claim,”’ he said, ** does not amount 
to a legal claim under any law. The peti- 
tidners sold cotton to Daniel J. Sully & Co. 


for future delivery under the rules of the 
Cotton Exchange.” 

The Judge decided without hearing the 
other side.

,tion obtained by Edwin Hawley and the 
argument on the disposal of $50,000 balance 
held for Sully & Co. by the Bank of North 
America will come - on Monday next. 

The receivers of aniel J. Sully & Co. 
yesterday announced that they had sold 
all except about 100 bales of the spot cot- 
ton held in warehouses for the bankrupt 
firm. Two thousand bales were sold 
Wednesday and 1,200 bales yesterday. 
— $230,000 have been realized by the 
sale,

EY-GOV. TART UPHOLDS 
RULE OF PHILIPPINES 


Denounces Taik of Selfishness in 
Administration of Island Affairs. 


HAS NO FOUNDATION, HE SAYS 


‘ 


The War Secretary, After Address at 
Chamber of Commerce, is Eulogized 
by Bishop Potter. 


Secretary of War Taft was the guest of 
honor of the Chamber of Commerce at its 
monthly meeting yesterday and delivered 
an address on conditions in the Philip- 
pine Islands. 

Introduced by President Morris K. Jesfip 
as the one American who could speak with 
authority on the needs of the 7,000,000 of 
people on the islands, Secretary Taft began 
his address by saying that the problem of 
governing the Filipinos was an exception- 
ally interesting one. Study of the methods 
employed by Great Britain in the Straits 
Settlements, he said, rendered the problem 
of governing the Moros less difficult. The 
great problem, the Secretary said, was how 
to deal with the 7,000,000 of Christians on 
the islands. Secretary Taft also said: 

“ There has been talk in the United States 
of ‘the baleful spirit of greed,’ and of the 
tendency toward selfishness, which is ap- 
parent in the administration of affairs in 


-the Philippines, but I challenge any of the 


self-styled anti-imperialists to give one sin- 
gle concrete instance of selfishness. Surely 
the gift of $3,000,000 to relieve distress in 
the islands cannot be so regarded. 

“The general denunciation of our meth- 
ods in the Philippines by the self-consti- 
tuted champions of liberty is entirely with- 
out foundations. All Christians in the isl- 
ands have every right of Christian citizens 
of the United States except the right of 
trial by jury and the right to carry arms. 
As for the latter, I think it might be con- 
siderably restricted in the United States 
without doing any great harm to the com- 
munity. As regards trial by jury, the FTli- 
pinos can appeal from the judgment of the 
court of first instance, and, if necessary, 
may even carry the appeal clear to the 
Supreme Court of the United States, 

‘My experience, and that of others who 
had full opportunity to study conditions, 
convinced me and them that to have turned 
the islands over to self-government early 
in our occupation would have been to have 
turned them over to a number of violent 
and turbulent agitators. The only plan 
which can be followed to advantage is that 
which proposes by educational methods to 
prepare the people gradually for self-gov- 
ernment.”’ 

Secretary Taft also discussed trade con- 
ditions, calling attention to the large pro- 
duction of Manila hemp and cocoanuts, and 
showing how sugar and tobacco were ca- 


pable of being rendered much more valu- 
able articles of expert than they were at 
present. He thought that the beet sugar 
and tobacco interests in America would not 
suffer greatly if some concessions were 
made, but believéd that the carrying should 
be in Ameriedn vessels. 

On motion of &lexander E. Orr, the Cham- 
ber voted thanks to Secretary Taft. Bishop 
Potter eulogized Mr. Taft’s work as Gov- 
ernor of ths Philippines. A luncheon fol- 


lowed the meeting.

NEW BELLEVUE PLANS 


' TO FIGHT CONSUMPTION 


Each of the Doctors Is to Have 
Plenty of Room. 


DISEASE’S RAVAGES IN PAST 


‘Twenty Internes Have Contracted Tu- 
berculosis—New Hospital Designed 
to Prevent That from Happen- 
ing Again. . 


Following the announcement that two 
Bellevue Hospital doctors had contracted 
tuberculosis as a result of their work in 
the institution, it became known last night 
that no less than twenty internes at the 
Same hospital had fallen victims to the 
disease in the past. In no case, it appears, 
was the public allowed to become alarmed 
by hearing of the state of affairs. 

Another fact that came to light yesterday 
despite the secrecy which had been main- 
tained concerning the plans for the New 
Bellevue, was that the architects ‘and 
physicians gave a large share of their at- 
tention to providing for the future safety of 
the hospital doctors. The plans for the 
new hospital, which is to be one of ‘the 
finést in the world, will be made public 
this afternoon, All those concerned de- 
clined last night to disclose the details of 
the plans. From an unquestioned authori- 
ty it was learned, however, that light, 
well-ventilated apartments will be provided 
in the new buildings for 125 doctors. The 
rooms will be so arranged that each doctor 
will have a bedchamber to himself, and 
there will be sittting rooms and places for 
exercise. 


FIVE DOCTORS IN ONE ROOM. 


The significance of this scheme is appre- 
ciated when it is known that the forty- 
three doctors now on duty at Bellevue oc- 
cupy just sixteen rooms. In some cases 
there are four or five internes in a room 
together. Recently there was a night dur- 
ing which one doctor was called. up fifteen 
times, each call disturbing the others in 
the room. Night before last, while the 
news that two doctors had become infected 
with tuberculosis, 72 out of 924 patients in 
the hospital were without beds—that is, 
they. were accommodated on springs placed 
upon the floors. 

Dr. John W. Brannan, President of the 
Board of Trustees of the hospital, admitted 
without reserve yesterday that present con- 
ditions in Bellevue forced such calamities 
as those which befell Drs. Robert S. Mac- 
donald and Braynard H. Whitbeck. Dr. 
Macdonald now lies ill at the hospital, and 
the disease has got a grip upon his left 
lung. Dr. Whitbeck, who was once a sub- 
stitute on the Harvard University boat 
crew, has been taken to the Adirondacks. 

Dr. Brannan, who went into office with 
the present Board of Trustees in February, 
1902, after which $10,000 was spent in im- 
proving the sanitary conditions of the hos- 
pital, said: 

““Npt long ago I received from Dr. Haven 
Emerson a letter offering to furnish a list 
of Bellevue doctors who had developed 
tuberculosis. He said there were at least 
twenty of them. Of course, any physician, 
like any other man, is: liable to contract the 
disease under normal circumstances, but 
not to stich an extéfit as that.” 

He was asked if the cases of Drs. Mac- 
donald and Whitbeck were due to ‘their 
weakened condition as a result of poor 
quarters and overwork. 

“That certainly stands to reason,” he 
replied.. ‘“‘If it is not so, their cases are 
remarkable. If you take the conditions of 
the hospital into consideration, you cap 
see what a terrible strain the doctors are 
under. 

“Take last night’s record. In Ward 24 
eight patients were on the floor—with 
springs under them. In Ward 25 four were 
without beds. In Ward 32—the alcoholic 
ward—there were thirty on the floor, but in 
that particular case the figures do not 
show much, as Ward 32 is always over- 
crowded. In about thirty of the wards in 
the surgical division there isn’t any over- 


crowding, but that does not help us in re- 
gard to the medical wards. 

“That is where Bellevue suffers in com- 
parison with such institutions as the New 
York or St. Luke’s. Those semi-private hos- 
pitals use Bellevue as a’ dumping ound. 
‘They do not have to keep the atcoholics. and 
consumptives as we do. They send them 
down to us. 

‘““Qur tubercular patients are not received 
in the wards as such, but they are admitted 
for other causes. Their tuberculosis, though, 
is none the less dangerous, and the weak- 
ened interne, broken by long hours and 
lack of recreation and loss of sleep, natur- 
ally falls a victim, For years there have 
been no improvements in the doctors’ quar- 
ters at Bellevue. Grow as the hospital 
might, it still was expected to get along 
with the same rooms for its internes. There 
might be increases in the number of the 
latter, but the additions to the force were 
simply packed in with the others,”’ 

Dr. Brannan drew from. his desk a photo- 
graph of the recently ¢ompleted outdoor 
pavilion for tubercular /patiénts. It is a 
wooden structure, one story high, built near 
the river, and from its sides open so many 
windows that the interior is filled with air 
from outside. 

“We do not keep tubercular patients 
in the wards any length of time,’’ he ex- 
plained. * We just hold them till the next 
morning in the large brick building. But 
our outdoor department has begun what 
might be called a course of instruction for 
consumptives. We treat them and send 
a nurse home with them to see that they 
obey our directions after reaching there. 
Some few have to be kept for a time, 
and it was for these that the little pavilion 
by the river was set up. It a a dozen 
beds, and the windows, which form prac- 
tically the entire sides, are open all the 
lime. The patients gre situated just as 
though they were out of doors, except that 
they are under a shelter. 

NOT ENOUGH DOCTORS NOW. 

**In their sixteen rooms the forty-three 
doctors cannot possibly keep in even fair 
condition. Only the two have tuberculosis, 
but within a few days two others have 
been down with other ailments. To each 
doctor is allowed a fortnight’s vacation 
every six months, and it has been impossi- 
ble in all cases to fill these temporary 
vacancies. We can fill them only with 
qualified doctors, and often these are not 
to be had. So, you see, there are times 
when even a smaller number than forty- 
three has to attend to the multitude of 
duties. 

“The average number of new patients ap- 
plying in a day is 250, and of these the av- 
erage number accepted is 125. Besides, 
there are 125 who must go out every day~ 
or on the average day. Every discharge 
has to be signed by the house physician 
and the attending physician. Then—but it 
would be endless to recount all the things 
a hospital doctor has to do. One thing is 
certain: The doctors at Bellevue have a 
tremendous strain upon them all the time. 

“J don’t know of any other hospital, if 
there is such, wherein such a variety of 
cases is treated or where there are so many 
acute cases requiring constant attention.”’ 

Included in the internes’ duties, accord- 
ing to Dr. Brannan’s description, are not 
only the caring for patients in thirty-two 
regular wards, but also service in the re- 
ception room, prison wards, and emergency 
lying-in pavilion, besides doing regular am- 
bulance duty in turn, They have no sitting 
reom in which they may assemble at times 
when they are not sleeping three, four, and 
five in a room. 

Dr. Brannan is to deliver a lecture on the 
ay hospitals this afternoon at 4:30 in 
Schermerhorn Hall, Columbia University. 
The occasion of the leeture has been se- 
lected for making public the new Bellevue 

lans, as well as those for Gouverneur, 

‘ordham, and Harlem Hospitals. McKim, 
Mead & White, architects of the Belle- 
vue plans, are said to have arranged for 
the most modern of all hospitals—one which 
will serve all the purposes of a city hospital 
for many years. 

The sum of $75,000 was appropriated to 
pay the expenses of drawing comprehensive 
plans. The present hospital and grounds 
extend from Twenty-sixth to Twenty-eighth 
Street, between First Avenue and the East 
River. The city has purchased already the

SETTLEMENT ATHLETICS. 


First Open Air Meet at Columbia Oval 
on May 30—New Eligibility Rule. 


Encouraged by the success of its two an- 
nual indoor athletic meets, both of which 
have been held in the Seventh Regiment 
Armory, the Inter-Settlement Athletic As- 
sociation has just completed arrangements 
to give its first open-air athletic meet. 
This will be held on Decoration Day, May 
30, at Columbia Oval, William's Bridge. 
There will be twelve events for seniors 
and eight for juniors, and the following 
eligibility rule has been adopted by the 
association, which will govern the entries 
to these games: Or

My tng aun toe te good. “standing for 
the six consecutive months immediately preced- 
ing May 30, 1904, provided he has not repre- 
sented any organization other than the Inter- 
Settlement Athletic Association since Oct. 1, 1903; 
and, further, vided he is registered with the 
Secretary of this association at least two weeks 
before May 30, 1904. 

This eligibility rule bars schoolboys from 
competing in the settlement games; that is, 
if schoolboys who may be enrolled in set- 
tlement houses, compete in any of the 
meets held under the auspices of the Public 
Schools Athletic League. This phase of the 
question has resulted in some controversy, 
as cases have occurred where entries have 
been rejected on this very point. Charles 
H. Warner, Chairman of the Games Com- 

ittee, states that there Is no intention to 
Teibonies the work of any other athletic 
organization, but he believes the Bettle- 
ments deal with a class of young men and 
boys that other organizations touch but 
very little. 

‘‘ Boys, while in school,” explained Mr. 
Warner, ‘‘are given ample opportunities 
for competition under the provisions of the 


recently formed Public Schools League and 
Dr. Luther H. Gulick is perfectly right in 
stipulating that schoolboys competing for 
other organizations will not be eligible for 
the Public School League meets. On the 
other hand, the larger athletic clubs pro- 
vide opportunities for boys who are not in 
school and yet are anxious to appear in 
athletics. Between these two is a large 
field which the Settlement Houses are 
trying to cover. Many =r leave school 
at the age of fourteen or fifteen years to 
go to work. A number of these boys join 
the Settlement Houses, and from their 
ranks a large proportion of our athletic 
entries are derived. We also have many 
older ‘boys, the young men who are not 
members of any athletic cluJ, and whose, 
only opportunity for recreation and amuse- 
ment is found in the Settlements. om 
these the best of our senior athletes are 
derived. It must not be understood that 
the Settlement wishes to confine its ath- 
letic interest solely to this special field, for 
in our constitution we have recognized the 
benefits ‘to be gained from the Amateur 
Athletic Union, and we are very glad to 
have our members register in the Amateur 
Athletic Union and compete in any open 
games as representing our association. 


OLDFIELD REINSTATED. 


Disqualification Revoked, but A. A. A, 
Imposes Fine of $100. 


Barney Oldfield has made his peace with, 
the Racing Bodrd of the American Automo- 
bile Association, and the decree of suspen- 
sion from racing meets has been revoked. 
This decision of the committee was an 
nounced yesterday at the Automobile Club 
of America, but Oldfield is required to pay 
$100 to the board as a fine for competing 


in eyents which were not sanctioned by the 
association. 

The meeting of the board, of which A. R. 
Pardington is Chairman, was held at the 
Automobile Club rooms Tuesday, but as 
there were some other small matters about 
which the committee wished more definite 
information, the decision was witnheld until 
yesterday. Oldfield is now in Cleveland. 
He was notified by telegram that he may 
ride hereafter in races under American 
Automobile Association auspices, and it is 
considered certain that he will pay his fine 


at once. 

Oldfield hopes to drive one of the Ameri- 
ean cars entered for the Gordon-Bennett 
international race to be held in Germany 
in June. It is said there is a good chance 
of his being selected to pees the car just 
finished from designs of L. P. Mooers, and 
as his disqualification has now been re- 
voked the way is clear for him to be 
chosen and meet all the requirements of the 
American Automobile Asscciation. g 

Oldfield admitted to the Racing Poard 
that he had been careless in some of his 
Southern competitions, but claimed that 
the unsanctioned meets in which he did ap- 
pear were only exhibition events. 


NEW BOAT FOR COLUMBIA. 


Ward to Build a Shell for Four-Oared 
Crew—Class Races Postponed. 


Columbia's crew management yesterday 
made arrangements to purchase a new 
eedar shell, which the ’Varsity four-oared 
erew will use at the annual intercollegiate 
regatta over the Poughkeepsle-Highland 
course on June 28. The new shell will be 
built by Ward, one of the best-known of 
the New York boat builders. Its cost will 
be approxjmately $400. 

Ward built the eight-oared shell in which 
the ’Varsity crew rowed at Poughkeepsie 
last year, and as this boat is still in ex- 
cellent condition, it has not been decided 
whether it will be necessary to construct 
a new eight-oared shell this season. Jasper 
T. Goodwin, the graduate rowing coach, left 
for Springfield, Mass,, yesterday, to con- 
sult with Edward Shea, the boatbuilder, 
about the oars which are to be used by this 
year’s 'Varsity and freshman crews. The 
Sweeps last season were very unsatis- 
factory. 

The class races which were scheduled to 
be held both yesterday and Wedneeder 
had to be postponed because of the hig 
wind and rough water. The contests will 
probably be held the early part of next 
week. 


JOCKEY BERGEN RETURNS. 


States That American Track Earnings 
Are Better Than Abroad. 


Martin Bergen, the best American jockey’ 
of his day, which was a dozen years ago, 
appeared at the Aqueduct race track yes- 
terday,: after a season abroad, with the 
unique declaration that he had returned to 
America because he liked it better and 
thought he could do better here than on 
the Old World race tracks. Racing men 
who talked with Bergen gaped at his state- 
ments, so much at variance with what other 
American riders and trainers who haye 
tried foreign engagements have reported 
of their experience. Bergen, who has ideas 
of his own and who sticks to them, refused 
to amend his statements just as he refused 


to change his style of riding when the 
new fashion of short stirrups came into 
vogue, and said flatly that there were no 
inducements to keep him in Europe, though 
he believed some of the American horse- 
men there were doing well. 4 

In view of the earnings in the Derby and 
Grand Prize races that returned American 
riders have claimed to have made, and 
those reported by American trainers for 
their European stables, Bergen's statements 
caused lively interest because of their novel- 
ty, for horsemen. have been wondering for 
some time how European jockey clubs 
manage to give enough Derby and Grand 
Prize races to go around among the Ameri- 
can riders and trainers. ving set at 
rest some doubts about racing conditions 
abroad, Bergen said that he had come back 
to America expecting to make a contract as 
trainer for a prominent American owner, 
Though he could ride at 105 pounds with- 
out effort, he stated that he had no idea 
of returning to thesaddle, as he had found 
that the work no longer suited him. 

In France Bergen was associated for a 
time with Eugene Leigh, the success- 
ful American trainer t . He also trained 
horses in England and 5 n 
rode for the Dwyer brothers ck in the 
late eighties, and had the mount on Salva- 
tor in 1890, when that horse made the rec-

New York Nationals and Americans 
Lose to Philadelphians. 


BIG CROWD AT POLO GROUNDS 


‘Record-Breaking Attendance Claimed on 
Opening Day—Mathewson Forced 
Out of Pitcher’s Box. 


Both New York clubs lost in the Na- 
tional and American League championship 
contests yesterday, the Nationals by 12 to 
1 at the hands of the Philadelphia team 
and the Americans by one run after an ex- 
citing game of twelve innings with ‘‘ Con- 
nje"’ Mack’s ex-champions of the Amer- 
ican League. It was termed the opening 
day of the season at the Polo Grounds, and 
the field was literally packed with people. 
Pittsburg was at home for the first time 
in this year’s games, and by heavy hit- 
ting in the early part of the game scored 
a victory by one run, 

Cold weather overtook the Boston and 
Brooklyn teams at Boston, and in a game 
in. which only a total of nine base hits was 
made Boston won by a run. Chicago had 
no trouble in defeating St. Louis in the 
first National League game of the season 
at Chicago. The St. Louis and Cleveland 
teams Were to have played at St. Louis, 
but wet grounds caused a postponement. 


NATIONAL LEAGUE. 


Big Crowd Sees Philadelphia Beat New 
York at Polo Grounds. 


Probably the largest crowd that ever 
attended a baseball game in this city was 
present yesterday at the Polo Grounds to 
witness the first championship contest of 
the season played there between the New 
York and Philadelphia teams. No official 
figures were announced, but the manage- 
ment claimed it was a record-breaking 
crowd, which meant that the count would 
figure over 32,240, the record of the New 
York-Pittsburg game last June. It was an 
enthusiastic, but orderly assemblage, and 
when the seating capacity of the grounds, 
which is placed at 18,000, was fully tested, 
with rows of onlookers standing behind 
the ropes af centre field, a magnificent 
sight was presented. The elubhouse and 
stands bore a cheerful appearance with 
their decorations of flags and bunting, but 
the playing field, while smooth, will not 
assume its usual brightness until sodded 
or the young grass begins to appear. ; 

Three hours before the time scheduled 
to begin, which was 4 o'clock, the gates 
were thrown open. The Seventh Regiment 
Band was S&tationed in the lower portion 
cf the grand stand and regaled the crowd 
with selections of popular music. Occu- 
pants of the twenty-five-cent “‘ bleachers,” 
the open fifty-cent stand, and the grand 
stand entered the grounds by different 


gates. 

By 3 o’clock more than two-thirds of the 
big assemblage was present, ineluding quite 
a large number of women, and at that 
time the players of both teams aligned 
themselves in centre field and, preceded 
by the band, marched up the fiel@ with 
military precision amid cheers. The Phila- 
delphians at once took the field for prac- 
tice, and their excellent work produced a 
favorable impression. Manager ‘“‘ Hughey ”’ 
Duffy came in for considerable praise in 
developing a team that promises to cut a 
prominent figure in determining the final 
result for the championship. The New 
Yorks also did well in their preliminary 
poy. and with Mathewson as pitcher the 


oyal “ rooters.”’ were of the opinion that it 
was a foregone’ conclusion the New Yorks 
would win. 

At 4 o’clock Umpire Emslie called play. 
Mrs. De Wolf soueer. amid cheers, threw 
the ball into the field. The game 
resulted in one of the most humil- 
jating defeats the home team ever 
sustained, Its reversal of form shown in 
the previous games this year was surpris- 
ing. The team was without the services of 
Gilbert, the second baseman, but his pres- 
ence could not have changed the result. 
Bresnahan resumed his place at third, but 
after making a couple of errors retired in 
the fifth inning, Devlin playing that posi- 
tion and “ Jack"’ Dunn going to second. 

The Yeal cause for New York's overthrow 
was the snappy and accurate fielding of the 
Philadelphians and their strong and safe 
batting. Fraser, too, was in splendid pitch- 
fing trim, as the total of five hits made off. 
him would seem to indicate. Mathewson, 
however, lacked speed apparently, and after 
six hits off him in the fifth inning, which 
accumulated six runs, the spectators in the 
stands loudly called for his removal, which 
was done, and Wiltse was substituted.

PHILADELPHIA, April 21.—Seldom do 
opening championship: baseball contests of- 
fer the sensational denouement that marked 
the game between. the Philadelphia Ath- 
letices and New York team to-day, which 
the former won, 3 to 2, in a prolonged 
struggle of twelve innings.

Blandy Made Another Track Record in 
an Eventful Afternoon on the 
Aqueduct Race. Track.

Variety spiced the racing at the Aqueduct 
track yesterday to a degree that caused 
even weatherworn “ regulars" to blink and 
comment on possibilities. The crowd ‘set- 
tled down and got ready to be surprised at 
nothing that might happen after W. C. 
Fessenden’s horse Pass Book won the open- 
ing race, and in so doing pulled off the first 
great coup of the season in New York, but 
in spite of themselves the spectators were 
treated to quite a number of surprises, 
though none equaled the astonishment at 
Pass Book’s victory. 

Pass Book is a horse with a history, in 
that just before the New York season ended 
last Fall at the Jamdica track he was the 
medium of a sensational betting achieve- 
ment by Fessenden and a few of the own- 
er'’s associates, who cashed bets on him at 
prices ranging from 100 to 1 down. So many 
other ordinary horses were backed in yes- 
terday’s opening race*that the ring paid 
no real attention to the support that Pass 
Book received until' his number was dis- 
played as that of the winner. W. C. Fes- 
senden is‘a huge man with a hoarse voice 
and a hearty manner, once known widely 
as “Wally.” Fessenden, the baseball um- 
pire, but"more recently identified with the 
pulling off of long chances on the race 
track. His reverberating “haw haw” 
first attracted attention to “ Wally’ when 
the horses finished, but it took an actual 
count of their assets by the layers before 
any idea of the damage done by Pass Book 
was reached. 

It. was found that money which had drift- 
ed¢into thé ring steadily on Pass Book, and 
had ferced the betting against him down 
from 40 to leat the opening until 12 to 1 
was the average price laid at post time, 
had all come from the same source—Fessen- 
den and one immediate friend. The greater 
part of the betting was done by Charles 
Graham, once the owner of.a few fair 
horses, who had bet $6,000, divided straight, 
place,.and third, on Pass Book, As the odds 
for the $2,000 bet to win ranged between 
40 to 1 and 15 to 1 it was estimated that 
the Fessenden” coup’ could not have taken 
less than $50,000 from the layers—a sum 
which exceeded considerably their winnings 
on other horses in the race. Belle of Mil- 
ford was the favorite at 5 to 2. 

Another disconcerting result for backers 
was that in the fourth event, the Ozone 
Stakes, for two-year-olds, in which the 
fily Gold Ten, who was credited with a 
record-breaking half mile in 0:46 2-5 only 
two days before, was made an odds-on 
favorite in a field of eleven. Gold Ten 
got away badly, however, and was beaten 
away off in much slower time than that j 
of her>earlier race, the 12-to-1 chance 
Peggy, from A. L. Aste’s stable, winning 
in a smart finish.

CHINESE EXCLUSION. 

The bill relating to Chinese exclusion 
adopted by the House last Monday as 
a portion of the General Deficiency Ap- 
propriation act, without consideration 
even by any committee, marks the utter- 
most limits to which demagogic legisla- 
tion can be carried. Under cover of 
merely continuing existing law radical 
changes in the law have been made. The 
constitutionality of the most vicious pro- 
vision, that concerning determination by 
executive action of claims to American 
citizenship, is open to serious question. 
In 1894 Congress passed a law making 
the determination of. executive officers 
as to the rights of aliens to enter or re- 
main here final and conclusive, even on 
the courts; this law goes further and 
gives petty Immigration Inspectors pow- 
er finally to determine even claims to 
American citizenship. In reaching such 


i result the officers are required to deny 


their victim the right to have counsel 
present, during their examination or that 
of the witnesses, the proceedings being 
wholly by “star-chamber methods.” 
Even if, under such conditions, conclu- 
sive uncontradicted proof of American 
citizenship be given, nevertheless deci- 


, Sion to the effect that the subject of the 


investigation is an alien is conclusive. 
The right of appeal to the Secretary of 
Commerce and Labor is, in such a case, 
involving the deter- 
mination of a question of fact only, 
which the Inspectors are supposed to be 
better able to determine. Under the act 


characterized this sort of legislation as 
applied to conceded aliens by pointing 
out that even if the immigration officers 
should choose or hold that Lord Rorus- 
CHILD, concededly an alien, is likely to 
become a public charge, \no court in the 
land could reverse their holding and re- 
lieve him from an order of deportation. 
The present proposed law carries this 


principle one step further and subjects 


every person, irrespective of race, color, 
or ancestry, to the drastic principles of

Justice BREWER’s recent public utter- 
ances concerning such Chinese exclusion 
legislation, that we ought to send, our 
missionaries to Congress instead of to the 
East, does not seem to have received 
much consideration. 

While the great Powers of the world 
are busily engaged trying to get their 
share of the invaluable trade with China 
eur country, by such legislation, is doing 
its best to discourage such trade in 
practice. All the changes made by this 
bill are in the direction of excluding 
large classes of non-laboring: persons. In- 
stead of providing for the exclusion of 
all laborers merely, and defining this 
term satisfactorily and comprehensively, 
the new law provides that all persons of 
Chinese descent, not specifically author- 
ized to enter, shall be deemed to be la- 
borers, without right to enter or remain 
here. The result is that “traders,” ac- 
countants, merchants’ clerks, manufac- 
turers, artists, actors, restaurant keep- 
ers, (under recent departmental rulings,) 
interpreters, ministers, doctors, and 
many other classes of persons, whether 
desiring originally to enter the United 
States or returning, all are excluded. 
Merchants, even under the present law, 
are harassed and in many instances 
prevented from returning to this country

manual labor whatsoever, qutside of their 
mercantile business, for a year before de- 
parting for China, which is obviously

The act is made to take effect at once, 
notwithstanding the fact that the last 
treaty with China runs on until] next De- 
cember, when the notice terminating it 
takes effect. It is to be hoped that the 
Senate at least will carefully consider 
this measure before confirming the ac- 
tion of the House, violative as it is of the 
most important principles of our Bills of 
Rights, of sacred treaty obligations, and 
reason and common sense. It is only 
the circumstance that this bill has as- 
sumed the guise of one intended merely 
to exclude Chinese labor, and as such 
is supposed to be popular with the 
masses, that accounts for its passage 
without a hearing and without consid- 
eration. 

THE INTERNATIONAL STEE! CON- 
‘ FERENCE. 

The meeting in London to discuss an 
international agreement as to the export 
price of steel either means a great deal 
more than appears upon the surface or 
it is practically without significance. It 
is said to be-a secret conference of the 
steelmakers of the world, to arrange for 
the reservation of home markets, the fix- 
ing of uniform export prices, and the 
prevention of what is kriown as “ dump- 
ing.” The movement is said to have 
originated in Germany, and the countries 
represented are Germany, the United 
States, Great Britain, Austria, and Bel- 
gium. The French manufacturers are 
said to be “sympathetic,” but their ex- 
ports are not large enough to make the 
results of the conference of much con- 
cern to them, one way or the other, 

It would be instructive to know avho 
represent the steel industry of the United 
States at this conference, and what they 
are authorized to promise. Also, what 
reason they have to believe or means of 
making others believe that if they enter 
into agreements they can cause them to 
be carried out. Perhaps the consumer 
will be found to have something to say 
on the question at issue, and if a serious 
effort is made to remove the check upon 
high prices in this country, which is 
found in the ability to buy abroad lots 
of crude and manufactured steel on ad- 
vantageous terms, the effort to sustain 
the present tariff barriers to internation- 
al trade will become more difficult than 
it has thus far been found, This snag 
has already been struck in England. A 
great many of those whose co-operation 
with such a movement as it is understood 
the conference proposes is essential to 
its success, have profited to a large ex- 
tent from their ability to buy crude steel 
in Germany to better advantage than 
they could buy it at home, and have no 
idea of surrendering this advantage, 
which might result in giving their Con- 
tinental competitors the trade they now 
control in finished products. A world 
steel trust is not imminent. 


FOOD, AND FEEDING. 
The paper read by Prof. CRITTENDEN 
of Yale before the National Academy~of 
Sciences at Washington was an effort to 


establish by clinical regords, or their 
equivalent, the thesis that the average 
human being eats too much. The pro- 
fessor’s conclusion appears to have been 
that the average healthy man eats from 
two to three times as much food as he 
needs to keep him in perfect mental 
health and vigor. The records showed 
that three classes of men had been ex- 
perimented on, Including several pro- 
fessors, a number of students, and a 
squad of United States soldiers. There 
Was a gradual reduction of the ration of 
meat and other proteid foods, with little 
if any increase in starchy and other 
foods. No fixed diet was insisted- upon, 
and individual preferences were consid- 
ered as far as the attainment of results 
of scientific value would allow. At the 
end of the experiments, which lasted 
from six to twelve months, all of the sub- 
jects were found to be in the best condi- 
tion. But few had lost weight, and 
without exception the subjects were 
found to have gained in strength and 
vigor. Those who subjected themselves 


' to these tests found themselves satisfied 


with from one-third to one-half less food 
than the normal average, and professed 
to like it. 

We have no doubt that Prof. CriTtEn- 
DEN is perfectly conscientious in his ex- 
periments, ‘and that he considers any 
conclusions he feels at liberty to draw 
from them well established by the data 
gathered. It is probably true that a 
healthy man can do very well on less 
food than he desires, and we have no 
doubt whatever that moré persons are 
injured by overfeeding than by over- 
drinking. This, however, would appear 
ta be chiefly true of ‘those who are so 


‘situated that they can have all the food 


they want, and that their self-denial con- 
sists in cutting off the excess of their 
daily ration beyond what they can read- 
ily assimilate. If from experiments of 
this kind the conclusion should be drawn 
as a scientific deduction that a uniform 
scaling down of the available food sup- 
ply per capita would make for the good 
of the human race, there is a great deal 
in experience to warrant hesitation in 
accepting it as a safe generalization. To 
cut dowh the average food supply is to 
lower the physical and mental] standards 
of a race. Every phase of race develop- 
ment is retarded, dwarfed, or stunted

haps, but fairly so as regards the great 
mass of the péople, the wage earners, 
for example. It has never been found to‘ 
work for good. Indeed, it would: be dif- 
ficult to imagine a worse misfortune 
which could befall a community than a |} 
curtailment of its general food supply, | 
So that the average ration would have to | 
be reduced one-third or one-half. If this | 
is so, what would seem to be the net con- 
clusion of Prof. CRITTENDEN must be ac- 
cepted cautiously as establishing a law 
which applies only to selected subjects 
who lend themselves to experiments in 
economical living and is not necessarily 
one which admits of universal applica- 


tion. 
A safe generalization on this subject 


is that those who can have all the food 
they desire are yery apt to eat for the 
pleasure of eating, and commonly eat 
too much. This, however, is not true of 
most of those who have to earn their 
bread by daily industry in occupations 
which earn them the prevailing rate of 
wages. Very few of this class are over- 
fed at any period of life, and that a 
more generous diet would be to their ad- 
vantage is more likely to be true than 
that they need to be advised to eat less. 
Bad cooking and monotony in diet are 
much commoner evils. That which will 
sustain life in healthy selected subjects 
of experiments - extending over six 
months or a year is probably not the 
kind of food best adapted to the up- 
building of a race. Never since the world 
began have the undetfed nations been 
those which set the pace or advanced the 
standards of civilization. They fave unf- 
formly been the easy prey of stronger 
and better fed peoples. Overfeeding is 
not a race probleth, and will not become 
so, until the economists’ dream of uni- 
versal abundance is realized. It is the 
problem of the individual in comforta- 


“ble circumstances, and as such it begins 


and ends.

—wWe notice with an amusement which, 
while it is \entirely sincere, is yet just a 
little haggard and wan, that one of our 
young men, in recording the arrival in 
this country of his Grace the Duke of, 
Newcastle, “was moved. to mark him for 
identification, as it were, by describing him 
as “brother of Lord Francis Hopp, May 
Your’s ex-husband.” That was done, of 
course, with the best of intentions, and its 
accuracy is beyond question, but~we should 
be reluctant even to try to imagine what 
emotions were excited in the Duke’s mind 
if he saw the line in Which his claims 
upon American attention were thus sum- 
marized. For, in that pleasing work of 
deftly mingled fact and fancy, Burke’s 
Peerage, two pages and a half of very 
fing print are devoted to a statement of 
what, we suppose, are held by. several 
millions of more or less amiable and in- 
telligent relatives of ours to be weighty 
reasons why the Duke of Newcastle far 
outranks the vast majority of his fellow- 
countrymen and should be treated with an 
awed respect. And though there is in that 
sonorous narrative ore brief reference to 
the existence of Lord Francis Hops, and 
another to that of “‘Mary AUGUSTA, dau. 
of WrLu1AM Yous,” both borrow such glory 
as they have from the Duke, and are not 
credited with lending him anything what- 
ever, even notoriety. Presumably anybody 
who could read those two and a half pages 
all through with care would learn a lot, 
some of it true, in explanation of the 
Duke's superiority to common men, and 
we have ourselves read enough of it to 
discover that tabs have been kept on some 
of his forbears and the wearers of his 
title ever since the thirteenth century. 
Few of them did anything in particular, 
but they seem to have hada pretty good 
time in one way or another, and to have 
asked for what they wanted when it was 
not given to them as a matter of course. 
Not one is mentioned, apparently, as the 
brother of a cadet who for a while was 
the husband of a person whose avocation 
was singing. It has remained for the sev- 
enth Duke to achieve that curious distinc- 
tion, or, rather, to have it accorded to 
him willy-nilly, in order that irreverent 
Americans might recognize his eminence. 

——According to The Memphis Scimitar, 
it is a deterioration of negro labor, not a 
scarcity of it, from which the industries, 
and especially the agriculture, of the South 
It denies utterly that the ! 
lynching of negroes has had anything to’ 
do with their disinclination to work, claim- 
ing that mob activities in the black belt 
are directed entirely against criminals, and 
that therefore the mass of the race is not 
in any way terrorized. “The negroes,” it 
declares, “‘ know that. They have been ac- 
customed to the application of summary 
justice ever since the war. They have never 
seen any man lynched who did not de- 
serve it, and they have never seen a white 
mob, even in the heat of uncontrollable | 
passion aroused by atrocious crime, turn 
its hand against inoffensive negroes who 
attenged to their own business.” The 
troubl® with the modern negro, it seems, is 
that he has learned from books things that 
unfit him for ordinary labor and send him 
into the towns, where he is no more eager 
for toil than in the country and drifts nat- 
urally into crime. And The Scimitar declares 
that this paper, without meaning any harm, 
is doing its part to demoralize the negroes— 
“is giving them the mistaken idea that 
they are in position to oppose force with. 
force, is making them dissatisfied. with 
their condition in Hfe, the condition to 
which they were born and the only condi-. 
tion for which they are fitted.” Now, if 
this paper has advised the negroes to op- 
pose force with force, it was done not only 
unintentionally, but unknowingly, and de- 
spite the clearest of realizations that any- 
thing like war between the blacks and the 
whites can nave only one end, .and that im- 
mediate—ext2rminaition for the blacks. Soa 
sure are we that The Scimitar is mistaken 
about the tenor of our “ preaching” that 
we are inclined to doubt the absolute ac- 
curacy of its information on the matter of 
lynching, but we are quite willing to admit 
its statement that the Southern white man 
is tolerant of the negro’s failings, ‘' undér- 
stands his capacity and his ilmitations, and 
is only anxious to do that for him which 
will improve him as an industrial factor:”’ 
Also that ‘‘the Southern white may not 
be inclined to waste upon the cotton-field 
hand a classicai education, but he is win- 
cerely desirous of inculcating in him such 
instructions in morals and right living as

Speaking off-hand, they would 
be sure to deny it, kut the question is worth 
careful consideration in all its bearings— 
which are many.

AN AMENDE HONORABLE.

Through your courtesy I have received 
from a gentleman of Princeton, N. J., a 
letter calling my attention to the fact that 
the soldiers and offieers under arms in 
Colorado are militiamen and militia offi- 
cers, and not United States regulars and 
“‘army officers.” My critic writes: ‘‘ Your 
strictures may be justifiable in the ab- 
stract, but it surely is not fair to trans- 
fer that criticism from the citizen-soldiers 
of Colorado to the regular establishment 
of the United States.” I hasten to retract 
“this charge as against the regular arniy,”’ 
I had in mind only the men. and officers 
doing military duty under the orders of 
the Governor of Colorado.

Your story of.a day’s experience = one 
of the Butlding Inspectors, which @ 
in to-day’s issue of Tur Tuess, is most in- 
; teresting, particularly as it deals 
with the situation in the Bureau of 
ings from the standpoint of the rank and 
file employed therein. ; 

But the remedy for inadequate inspection, 
“ grafting,” and kindred evils is not, a8 
suggested by the Inspector, to be found in 
immediate raising of salaries for the bureau 
employes, though that could also be done 
with justice to them, 

In my opinion, the simplest way to ren- 
der an employe valuable to his employer 
is to show the former that his services are 
appreciated and to create in him an ambi- 
tion to do his work well. Under the Eng- 
lish civil service laws an employe is cer- 
tain to receive at the end of three years’ 
service, (provided that his record has been 
good during that period,) an increase in 
salary, and thereafter a triennial increase 
until the maximum salary for Hi{s grade 
has been reached. In our own ‘Fire and 
Police Departments a similar rule prevails, 
and has proved eminentlv satisfactory, 
There is no particular incentive in the New 
York civil service in general, for an em- 
ploye to do otherwise than simply to. “ nurse 
his job,” for he realizes that under the 
present system indifferent work will] bring 
him precisely the same reward that honest 
activity recelves—his monthly check. 

In the event of the English system of as- 
sured promotion to a certain Iimit being 
adopted here, there would undoubtedly be 
a decided protest from the politicians, 
without whose aid not one man in fifty 
ever receives promotion under , existing

CHURCH CHORAL SOCIETY. 


Three Choral Works and Prof. Parker’s 
¢ Organ Concerto at Its Recital in St. 
Bartholomew's Church. 


The second “recital” of the Church 
Choral Society, which has taken up a useful 
function this season after an interim of 
several years, was given last evening in 
St. Bartholomew's Church. It is devoted 
to the presentation of sacred music of the 
larger and more difficult sort by great 
masters that would otherwise have little 
chance of a hearing in New York, and its 
programmes in the past have included some 
highly interesting and important works. 
Last evening it added fo its record by the 
performance of Bach's cantata, ** The Lord 
Is a Sun and Shield,” Liszt’s setting of the 
Thirteenth Psalm, and Dvyorak’s of the 
Te Deum. 

These avere preceded by Prof. Parker's 
concerto for organ and orchestra, and fol- 
lowed by Bach's toccata in F. The cantata 
is one of the innumerable works of the 
sort that Bach composed for the services of 
the Leipzig churches on Sundays and festi- 
val days, as part of hig duties during his 
long incumbency as musical director in, the 
Saxon city.! The choral portions.are to- 
day the most valuable of these works, and 
so it is in this contata, which is made up 
of a magnificent contrapuntal chorus 


with orchestral accompaniment, a solo for 
alto voice and a duet for soprano and bass, 
the chorale ‘‘ Nun danket alle Gott,’ with 
an elaborately figured accompaniment for 
orchestra, closing with the chorale espec- 
iol appointed for the day, in a simpler 


Liszt’s church music is especially beloved 
by bis admirers as an especially char- 
acteristic outpouring of his genius, repre- 
senting his loftiest ideals and embodying 
his finest inspiration. There is more sinceri- 
ty in this sefting of the psalm than there is 
in much of his music, and in many ways 
it is an impressive work. He has sought

The east side in the vicinity of Avenue 
C and Secohd Street was flooded for sev- 
eral hours yesterday afternoon by thou- 
sagds of gallons of water which issued 
from a break in the great ten-inch water 
main at the crossing of those streets. The 
asphalt sidewalk for many yards about 
the break was undermined, and adjacent 
cellars were flooded. The break was 
caused by the tender of Engine 11 running 
against a fire hydrant as the tender, was 
responding to an alarm at Avenue C and 
Eighth Street. The horses of the tender 
were thrown upon the sidewalk, where 
they struck two women and a little girl, 
slightly injuring all of them. 

The house of Engine No. 11 is in Bast 
Houston Street. The apparatus started 
out a short time after 3_o’clock ahead of 
the tender. It went through Second Street, 
sounding its whistle aJl the time, until it 
came to Avenue C, when it turned the cor- 
ner and started up town. 

The neighborhood in that vicinity is 
densely populated, and at that time in the 
afternoon the street was filled with small 
children and women. All made way for 
the engine, and when it had passed again 
blocked the street, not thinking of the 
tender coming behind. The driver of a de- 
livery wagon added to the confusion by 
turning fis wagon from Avenue C into Sec- 


ond Street just as the tender came along. 
villiam Foley was in the driver's sea 
and some of the men seeing the crow 
ahead of the rushing horses, kept the bell 
ringing wildly. , The crowd held, however, 
ana Foley, to avoid running some of them 
duwe, and to keep clear of the wagon, gave 
up the attempt to turn the corner, and sent 
lii3 horses lunging to the east side of 

Avenue C, There, before he could pull them 

up, the pole of the tender had struck the 

hydrant, almost knocking it oyer. On ‘he 
sidewalk just back of the hydrant at the 
time were the women who were injured. 

They haé@ no chance to get out of the way, 

and the horses, as they stood pinned to the 

rydrant, stood right over Mrs. Elizabetn 

Felier of 242 East One Hundred and Sixth 

Street, and her five-year-old daughter. Otto 

Rauch of 5 St. Mark's Place crawled under 

the horses and dragged the woman and her 

child to safety. Both were greatly scared, 
but their injuries were slight. 

The other injured woman was Rose Weis 
of 87 Second Street. She was struck by one 
of the horses, thrown to the pavement, and 
so hurt about the face and back that she 
had to be taken home in an ambulance. 
The tender and horses escaped without 
damage, and the men on it were saved from 
injury by clinging to the truck when the 

} crash came. As soon as the tender was 
clear it went on its way to the fire. 

| All about the hydrant that was struck 
the earth was soft, so-that the hydrant 
| was pushed over. That caused the pipe 
leading to the main to be twisted off. Sev- 
eral minutes later passers-by noticed that 

the asphalt pavement was slowly rising. A 

moment later it broke, and a stream of 

water shot four feet high. Soon other 

breaks appeared, and within ten minutes 
there were a dozen holes in the pavement 
from which miniature geysers were pour- 
ing. Two sewer openings on the corners 
were unable to carry off me et amount 
of water that came out, and it began to 
flow down Stcond Street to the river in a 
great mill race. On Avenue C the water 
was above the curb, and soon it had worked 
its way into surrounding cellars. 

The Water Department was. notified as 
Soon as possible and asked to shut the flow 
off at once. The reply came that nothing 
could be done for at least an hour. The 
crowd became so great that the reseryes 
had to be Sant from the Fourteenth Precinct 
Police Station to keep them back and out 
of danger. 

The great quantity of water coming from 
the main, which is four feet below the 
street level, soon wash out everythin 
under the asphalt, and the street seeme 
in danger of caving. in. Traffic at that 
point was _ stopped. inally a force of 
from the Water Department sepesre’, and 
after cutting off the main, ma repairs to 
the broken connection. Wagonloads of dirt 
were then dumped into the great hole made 
by the water. This filling went on until 
late in the night before the street was dgain 
made safe and traffic resumed.

Robert C. Ogden’s Party Presented 
to institute’s Graduating Class. 


CARPENTER-PREACHER’S STORY 


Member of Class of 86 Describes His 
Work of Upbuilding Stricken. 
Churches. 


Special to The New York Times. 

HAMPTON, Va., April 21.—The educators 
from various States who make up the com- 
pany traveling through the South in Rebert 
C. Ogden’s special train were presented to- 
day to the class that will be graduated in 
June from Hampton Institute. 

This was the foundation anniversary. The 
students sang their negro melodies, and 
several of them, including graduates, told 
of their experiences and of what Hampton 
had done for them. They told their stories 
in the picturesque, imaginative way of their 
race, winning the unstinted appiause of the 
distinguished company of visitors. 

The Rey. H. H. Harris of Newport News, 
Va., class of ’86, told of the Hampton idea, 
narrating. his own experiences. Mr. Harris 
is a carpenter by trade and a Baptist 
preacher by profession. By his trade he 
had made money enough to study for the 
ministry.: He was given the pastorate of 
a flourishing church in Indianapolis. While 
there he heard that Zion Church in Cin- 
cinnati was demoralized and bankrupt. The 
mortgage was to be foreclosed in sixty 
days. He was told that the members, 
through bad faith, had earned an evil name 
for the church. 

He meant to give it a good name, and 
went to Cincinnati, abandoning his success- 
ful church. With the Hampton idea of 
courage, he inspired the members, raised 
enough cash to save the church from the 
Sheriff, and after several years left for 
Newport News to aid another stricken 
church. He left in Cincinnati a big con- 
gregation without a debt and with money in 
bank. 

Mrs. Sarah Collins Fernandez, a graduate, 
told how shé and her husband had estab- 
lirhed a Settlement home in Washington's 
worst negro district, the ‘‘ blood field,” and 
how by example and,aid the people were 
learning cleanliness and better living. She 
told the storv of their work and trials in a 
simple ‘way that won the hearty applause 
of the men and women present. 

Miss Natelle Curtis, the niece of the late 
George William Curtis, who has taken the 
greatest interest in the Indians and has 
lived among them, made an address in 
which she pleaded that those who are work- 
ing for the good of the Indians should aid 
in the preservation of their ancient arts, 
their poetry, and music. She sang charm- 


} ingly several Indian songs, first giving Eng- 


lish translations showing the imagery and 
fancy of the Indian poets. 

She urged the Indians, when they are, 
graduated and go back to their homes, to 


preserve and record as much of their liter- | 


ature and music as they should hear as a 
legacy for their children and for the Amer- 


| ican Nation, of which they were members. 


In conclusion Miss Curtis said: 
“We must preserve the Indian art for 
our own sake. We can not but assimilate 


some of its purity, power, originality, and 
singular beauty to weave into our litera- 
ture strands of color and not a monotone. 

Dr. Alexander MeKenzie said that there 
was ho more a Southern question than a 
Northern one. Indeed, the Northern one 
with the many races was the more serious. 
There were several other short addresses, 
and then the Robert C. Ogden special start- 
ed south in the early, evening after a de- 
lightful two days at Hampton.

COAL-CARRYING GRAFT 
ADVANCE THEIR RATES 


Ship Owners and Brokers Combine 
to Enforce New Rules. 


INCREASE OF TEN PER CENT. 


Time for Loading and Unloading Vessels 
is Aliso Limited by New Combina- 


tion—Shippers and Miners 
Complain. 
Owners of coastwise vessels and brokers 
acting for them have formed an associa- 


tion to regulate some practices associated 
with the coal-carrying trade. The organi- 
zation has been perfected in the last two 
or three weeks, and only within a few days 
has its existence become known to the coal 
shippers. 

The chief subjects to which the new as- 
sociation pays attention, it is understood, 
are freight rates and the limitation of the 
time during which a cargo must be loaded 
and discharged. Rates are said to have 
advanced already 10 or 15 cents a ton as a 
result of the vessel owners acting in har- 
mony.

LATEST CUSTOMS RULINGS. 


Eik and Moose Horns Free of Duty— 
Other Decisions. 


In a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser Eugene G. Hay, the Board of United 
States Genera] Appraisers yesterday sus- 
tained a protest by G. C. Gunther & Son 
against the action of the Collector at 
Plattsburg, N. Y., in assessing 10 per cent. 
duty as non-enumerated raw or unmanu- 
factured articles on elk and moose horns 
from Canada. The horns were attached to 
the skull, from which the scalp and fiesh 
had been removed. Mr. Hay ruled that 
they ought to be admitted free, under tho 
provision for horns or parts of horns. 

In a decision written by General Ap- 
praiser Lunt the board overruled a pro- 
test by Wood & Selick of New York against 
the assessment of 25 per cent. on orange 
flower water as a non-alcoholic medicinal 


preparation, The importers claimed that it 
was dutiable at 10 per cent.

DROP IN PRINT CLOTHS. 


Regulars Privately Quoted at 334 Cents 
—Open Price, 3 11-16, 
Up to ten days ago the open quotation for 


print cloth regulars was 4 cents per yard,’ 


but this was nominal only. Business has 
been done on private terms, now known to 
be 3% cents per yard two weeks prior to 
that. Trade journals are now quoting the 
price at 311-16 cents, but within the past 
two days Fall River mills are reported to 
have sold at 3% cents. Whether such 
business has actually been done or not, it 
is a fact that they can to-day be bought 
at 3% cents. Print cloth regulars are 28 
inches wide and count 64 picks to the 
Square inch. Cloths narrower than that 
and of varying counts are known in the 
trade as ‘‘narrow odds’’; wider cloths, 


also varying in count, are known as wide 
odds. These cloths show a decline corre- 
sponding to the decline in “ regulars.”’ 

It is a significant fact that the greater 
art of the decline has occurred since the 
‘all River mills entered into an agreement 
to curtail production by adopting a ‘** short- 
time ’’ policy, which has now been in force 
two weeks.

Stocks Strong; Call Money Easy, 
1 1-4. 


A General Improvement in Prices With- 
out Much Change in Conditions— 
» The Northern Securities 
Litigation. 


Business upon the Stock Exchange was 
more cheerful yesterday. Consolidated 
Gas is the chief and almost the sole ex- 
ception to the rule of better prices among 
active properties. As this highly flavored 
specialty was unable to communicate its 
own strength ‘to a market otherwise 
weak, so yesterday it was unable to com- 
municate its weakness to a market re- 
solved to improve. Profit-taking and 
nervoushess regarding the Mayor’s ac- 
tion are sufficient explanations of some 
yielding. It will be interesting to remark 
whether it goes higher upon the Mayor’s 
signature, or whether it falls far upon 
his veto. The day’s largest improvement 
was made in such specialties as Central 
of New Jersey, Delaware and Hud- 
son, Lackawanna, Realty preferred, 
and Rubber preferred. It may be 
dovfbted whether judicious bulls will 
peruse this list with that satisfaction 
which would follow an equal number of 
yroperties of a different class. The an- 
thracite properties are as well entitled to 
sell higher as anything, but they are so 
inactive and so closely held that they 
can be marked up without taking much 
stock. The rises in Realty and Rubber 
are not a good foundation for any gen- 
eral boom. Realty’s outlook has im- 
proved, and it might seil higher without 
affording any argument from its itn- 
preved but specitic condition and pros- 
pects to-more general market improve- 
ment. As for Rubber, its rise of thrice its 
new dividend denotes the artificialty of 
the movement. The money would be bet- 
ter devoted to defraying maturing obli- 
gations for which no known preparation 
has been made. 
The day took 
more moderate improv wemnent in such 
properties as Steel, Union Pacific, Atchi- 
gon, St. Paul, and Metropolitan. Union 
Pacific was assisted by the dismissal of 
the meddlesome Venner suit, and-the in- 
stitution of the Harriman suit in New 
Jersey. It is not to be presumed that 
the court will decree injustice. Even the 
Harriman party may bow to its judg- 
ment gracefully, and would have diffi- 
culty in maintaining their contention 
against judicial opinion. Yesterday's 
contribution to kfowledge of their posi- 
tion does not strengthen it. Théy set up 
that the Northern Securities is a custo- 
dian, not owner, of Northern Pacific 
shares deposited by them, but there is 
judicial opinion to the contrary. They 
argue that it is possible to trace the 
shares through all successive ownerships, 
and that each depositor should have back 
his own. It would be easy to suggest dif- 
ficulties in doing this perfectly, and to 
argue that unless done perfectly it should 
not be done at all. It is a better answer 
to cite the judicial opinion that every

Worthern Securities shareholder is as 
much entitled to a share in the more 
valuable assets as the claimants, who 
are not entitled to -withdraw~ Northern 
Pacific exclusively in injustice to the 
others who acquired vested rights in that 
which the claimants freely deposited for 
fair consideration. The claimants allege 
prejudice to their interests in the manner 
of the proposed distribution, and so far 
carry sympathy with them. But they 
neglect to mention that they recéive their 
distributable share of the common prop- 
erty, and retain valuable interests in the 
unliquidated portion of the Northern Se- 
curities assets. The gist of the matter is 
that the Harriman party surrendered the 
control of Northern Pacific; which they 
are seeking to regain for a,minority in- 
terest in Northern Securities, and must 
abide by their bargain. Their case has 
talking points, and if the court sustains 
them, so will publi¢ opinion: But if 
either side, contrary to judicial opinion, 
should seek to revive the conditions 
which caused the formation of Northern 
Securities, the sanction of condemnatory 
publie opinion would be compelling even 
on such masterful men. 

The Bank of England reduced its dis- 
count rate to 3 per cent., but sterling was 
no weaker here than is explained by of- 
ferings of some bills against gold ship- 
ments. Their continuance is expected. 
The produce markets, which were weak 
when weather conditions called for 
strength, yesterday -were strong when 
the weather showed improvement. The 
trade is reported as puzzled; but the un- 
favorable crop conditions are a contin- 
uing factor, and are not.altered. by daily 

eculative fluctuations, In other words, 
the conditions are persistent, only appre- 
ciation of them altering with every tele- 
gram from the:fields. The same remark 
is applicable to the strength of Steel—it 
does not at all alter the character of the 
Clairton bargain. Its character remains 
open to criticism, even though Steel did 
reverse its action upon the announce- 
ment. It was a cheerful day yesterday, 
but it altered no conditions, nor any 
opinions about conditions, at least among 
those who have convictions independent

STREET RAILWAY ISSUES. 


The General Condition of the Country’s 
Electric Transportation Systems. 


The weakness of the Metropolitan Street 
Railway sharesS-has by contrast called re- 
newed attention to the electric railway is- 
sues in the stock markets of the country. 
The growing importance of electric rail- 
ways, either as means of transportation in 
cities or of communication between rural 
communities and smaller towns, or as 
suburban lines cannot be overestimated, 
especially at this time when several rail- 
roads are either considering the advisabil- 
ity of changing the motive power of their 
suburban lines to electricity or are acquir- 
ing suburban electric railways as feeders 
of their systems, or to do away with their 
competition. 

The market for street railway issues has 
broadened considerably during the last few 
years. which is probably due in the first 
instance to the realization of the possibili- 
ties which He in properties.of this kind. 
The earnings of street railways have been 
affected in but a very slight degree by 
business depressions. The population which 
must use the conyeniences offered. by 
them is constantly growing, and this growth 
has been mainly responsible for increased 
earnings. ? 

The development of electricity as a mo- 
tive’ power may properly be said to have 
been a matter of the last ten years. In 
1890 there were but few electric railroads 
outside of the cities and larger towns. To- 
day the suburban and interurban lines run- 
ning through more or less densely popu- 
lated districts are one of the most impor- 
tant means of transportation. In 1890 the 
single track mileage operated by elec- 
tricity was something over 8,000 miles. In 
1902 there were under operation 22,500 miles, 
an increase of 178 per cent. The number of 
paying passengers during that time in- 
creased approximately from 2,000,000,000 to 
5,000,000,000 a year, or 188 per cent. The 
number of companies operating such prop- 
erties now is 817. 

According to compilations published by 
Graham & Co., bankers, of Philadelphia, 
which is one of the centres for many trac- 
tion interests, the total capital stock and 
funded debt of street railways amounted 
to $2,308,282,009. Only 799 companies, how- 
ever, gave detailed information of earnings. 
These roads showed $247,553,909 in gross 
earnings, or slightly over 9 per cent. Out 
of this amount there was spent for operat- 
ing expenses $142,312,597, leaving net earn- 
ings at $15,241,402. , This shows that the 
percentage of operating expenses to gross 
earnings averaged 57.5 per cent., as com- 
pared with 68.4 per cent. in 1890, which is 
a good showing. Taxes and rentals con- 
sumed $39,509,142, Interest on the funded 
debts amounted to $38,085,911, or about 4 per 
cent., which left fordistribution as dividends 
$30,596,977. Of this amount there was paid 
5 per cent, on a total issue of $562,700,281 
of common stock and 5 per cent. on $84,- 
994,281 of preferred stock. The total amount 
of common stock issued was $1,187,642,781 


and of preferred $127,930,179, so that on 
$624,942,500 of common and $42,936,124 of 
preferred stock apparently no dividends 
were paid. According to The Financial 

Chronicle, the gross earnings for the year 
1903 show an increase of 10 per cent. over 
902, but the detailed figures are not yet 
at hand. 

Considering the great boom which street 
railways underwent in the last ten years, 
it is agreeable to reflect that so few of 
these undertakings had to undergo a es 
cial reorganization, for, althou man 
them have not yet become regular divi an 
payers, they have been able to earn the 

terest on their funded debt in most cases. 
Perhaps the most prominent disaster in 
street railway enterprises was the failure 
of the Everett-Moore syndicate, which oper- 
ated a large PE ae of roads in and around 
Cleveland. is collapse was not, how- 
ever, due to any inherent inability of the 
properties to earn fixed charges. In re- 
spect to the loss of capital because of re- 
organizations there has been a gfeat differ- 
ence between the history of steam railroads 
and street railways. Steam roads to a 
large extent were built to develop new 
country. Street railways were constructed 
mainly where more densely populated dis- 
tricts seemed ready to give sufficient reve- 
nue to sustain the investments. 

As the development of even the most 
densely populated districts of this country 
is not anyWhere near complete, there is 
reason to = that the growth of exist- 
ing street railways and the construction of 
new roads will continue along the same 
lines, provided the roads are not used for 
speculative manipulation of the stock mar- 
ket. During the past year the most serious 
declines in street railway values occurred 
in those issues which were suffering from 
just such manipulative tendency among 
their owners.

RUBBER TRUST DIVIDEND. 


Distribution of 1!% Per Cent. Declared 
by Directors—First Since Janu- 
ary, 1901. 


At a meeting held yesterday afternoon 
the Directors of the United States Rub- 
ber Company declared a dividend of 1% 
per cent. on the preferred stock, being the 
first dividend that has been paid since Jan- 
uary, 1901. The dividend was not for any 
stated period, but was declared out of the 
earnings of the year ended March 831 last. 
During the day it had been rumored that 
the dividend would be 2 per cent., and the 
steck, apparently aided by manipulation, 
advanced from 59% to 64%, following a 
smaller advance the previous day. From 
1893 to 1900 dividends of 8 per cent. a year 
were paid on the company’s preferred 
stock with the exception of 1897, when 6 
per cent. was paid. In January, 1901, the 
quarterly dividend was reduced frem 2 to 1 
per cent., and in the following quarter it 
was passed altogether. 

It was reported yesterday that there had 
been some disagreement in the Board of 
Directors about the advisability of declar- 
ing a dividend at this time, but this was 
denied by one of the Directors who attend- 
ed the meeting. The reason given for the 
rumored opposition of some of the Direct 
tors to the dividend wa’s that in view of the 
fact that the company has outstanding 
$10,000,000 of funding notes which fall due 
in March, 1905, it would be wise to post- 


pone the posumaptien of dividends. In re- 
ee to these notes, part of which are 

ld in the company’s treasury, it was said 
that the company was rag me ared to 
meet them at maturity, and that there was 
in this no reason why a share of the earn- 
ings should not be given the stockholders, 
As there is Ye te ne 23,525,500 of pre- 
ferred stock, the 1 4s sieidond de- 
clared yesterday will Proquire $352,882. The

Traders Bid Up Prices, Thinking 
Market Oversold. 


Western Element Prominent — Many 
Sharp Advances in Inactive Stocks 
—Business Shows Further 
Falling Off. 


Trading in the stock market contracted 
sti further yesterday, but prices ad- 
vanced despite this fact, and at the close 
practically every active stock and many 
of the inactive ones, too, showed net gains 
varying from large fractions to several 
points. It was not on any important fa- 
vorable news that the change in the mar- 
ket was brought about, but rather by the 
belief among the speculative element that 
the-market had been oversold, and could 
therefore more easily be advanced than 
forced further down. Stocks seemed 
rather scarce to the belated borrowers 
who sought them yesterday for the day’s 
delivery, and this helped to make others 
still short of the market cover their con- 
tracts. In addition to this there was con- 
siderable manipulation of certain spec- 
ialties, and withal the list was given an 
appearance of strength that was out of 
keeping with the volume of business, and 
certainly out of keeping with the public in- 
terest in the market. The trading all told 
amounted to 322,814 shares, of which the 
two Steel stocks, Union Pacific,yand Atch- 
ison supplied about 125,000 shares. The only 
prominent stock that showed a decline of 
any importance was Consolidated Gas, 
which lost 1% points net.

‘COTTON CROP PROSPECTS. 


of the outlook for the cotton op Dun’s 
Review to-morrow will say: 


Dispat¢hes to Dun’s Review from bejatialh of- 
fices of G. Dun & Co., located in the cotton 
belt, show exceptional unanimity regarding the 
outlook for the new crop. Almost all the reports 
agree that the acreage has been increased fully 
10 per cent.; the few variations being in an up- 
ward direction, some placing the gain over last 
year at 25 per cent. This expansion is most no- 
ticeable at points where new ground has been 
broken for the first time, although. more often 
the additional cotton area was formerly culti- 
vated for other agricultural products. Density 
and quality of the cotton crop will also be im- 
proved in so far as may be done by larger use 
of fertilizers, some sections having received con- 
signments for the first time on record, while 
total sales of fertilizers are much heavier than 
last year. At most points the crop was planted 
several weeks earlier than usual, but it is dif- 
ficult to judge how far this promptness will 
prove beneficial, for late frosts killed: more or 
less of the young crop, necessitating replanting 
in many cases. There is no evidence that the 
final yield will be curtailed by this injury, for 
dispatches are unanimous in stating that the 
seed was, or is being, restored as rapidly as pos- 
sible. This extra work, and some ~ difficulty 
about securing supplemental supplies of seed, 
suggests an enhanced cost of production, and 
the scarcity of. labor ig also a factor of impor- 
tance in determining plantation expenses. The 
labor element will be of still. greater moment 
when the cotton Is ready to be picked, for delay 
at that end of the season may cause-heavy loss, 
At present, however, there is little uneasiness, 
andthe splendid returns of the last crop have 
put planters on a better financial footing than 
ever before.

| DR. MORTON'S $ WIDOW DEAD. 


| Wife of the Discoverer of Anesthesia 
Passes Away in Thie City, — . 


a Blizabeth Morton, the widow of Dr; 

. T..G. Morton, discoverer of anesthesia; , 
baa yesterday noon at the Hotel Martha 
Washington of pneumonia, following an 
illness of more than a year. Mrs. Morton's 
maiden name was Hlizabeth Whitman. She 
was a daughter of Edward Whitman and 
Almira Olmstead, and was born in 1826 in 
Farmington, Conn. Mrs. Morton was mar- 
ried in 1844 to Dr. Morton of Boston, Mass. 
A year of quiet married life had scarcely 
elapsed when her husband -began that se- 
ries of experiments upon lower animals, 
upon himself, and, finally, upon patients, 
which culminated in the final public demon- 
stration that painless surgery by the in- 


halation of ether vapor was’ safe and prac- 


ticable. 

No recognition of any sort from the 
American Government ever came to his 
widow, although the feports of six Con- 
gressional committees during her husband’s 
lifetime had recommended an appropriation 
of several hundred thousand. dollars be 
made in compensation for the Government’s 
use of ether anesthesia during the civil 
war. 

Five children survive Mrs. Morton. The 
eldest son, Dr. William James. Morton, is a 


practicing physician in this city; the second 
son, Edward Whitman Morton, lives in 
Cape Colony, South Africa, while a third, 
Dr. Bowditch Morton, is also a practitioner 
of medicine in Monterey, Cal. Two mar- 
rieqd daughters, Mrs. Francis Keeling, and 
oe E. Morton Young, reside in New York 
ty.

| MERGE R HOLDERS VOTE 
| POR HILL-MORGAN PLAN 


Harriman Interests Protest at 
Northern Securities Meeting. 


NO VOTE IN OPPOSITION 


Resolution Provides for $39.27 Northern 
Pacific and $30.17 Great Northern 
for Each Share. 


The special meeting of the Northern Se- 
curities Company’s stockholders to vote on 
the method of distributing the Northern 
Pacific and Great Northern stock against 
which Northern Securities stock had been 
issued was held at the offices of the com- 
pany, in Hoboken, yesterday morning. 

The result of the meeting, which lasted 
only a little over thirty minutes, was that 
the Hill-Morgan plan for a pro rata dis- 
tribution was adopted. This was done by a 
vote on a motion by Col. William P. Clough 
that the action of the Executive Committee 
and of the Directors be approved. Col. 
Clough then moved the adoption of a reso- 
lution for the amendment to the by-laws 
providing that the capital stock of the 
Northern Securities Company be reduced 
from 3,954,000 shares now outstanding to 
39,540 shares, being a reduction of 99 per 
cent. The 99 per cent. of the present out- 
standing shares is to be called in for sur- 
render and cancellation. For each share 
of the stock so surrendered, there will be 
delivered $39.27 stock of the Northern Pa- 
cific Railway Company, $30.17 stock of the 
Great Northern Railway Company, and 
proportionate amounts therefor for each 
fraction of a share of stock of the Northern 
Securities Company surrendered. 

James J. Hill himself voted 2,944,640 
shares, and G. L. Richards of Washington, 
D. C., voted 100 shares, out of a total of 
3,954,000 shares. This was 308,740_shares 
more than the two-thirds vote required by 
the laws of New Jersey. No opposition vote 
was recorded. 

The representatives of the Harrirhan in- 
terests did not vote, but contented them- 
selves with filing a protest against the ag- 
tion.

Judge Davis of the Supreme Court has 
appointed Louis Abrams receiver of the 
assets/of the firm of Weinberg & Abrams, 
clothing manufacturers, of 126 Bleecker 
Street, in a suit brought by Mr. Abrams 
against Isidore Weinberg, his partner, for 
a dissolution of the firm, which was formed 
on Nov. 4, 1903.

FIRE TIES UP THE ELEVATED. F 


Bowery Blaze Stalig Trains Half an 
Hour—Girls Rush to Safety. 


Though the net results of a fire at 67 


Bowery yesterday were confined to fifty. 


narrow escapes and damages aggregating 
$15,000, the blaze caused inconvenience to 
thousands of people scattered along the 
east side from the City Hall to Harlem, 
and the immediate neighborhood was 
thrown into a state of wild excitement. 

Three alarms were turned in within fif- 
teen minutes, and all elevated trains and 
Third Avenue surface cars were stalled for 
thirty-five minutes. 

The first alarm was sounded at 12:45 
o'clock, after Benjamin Levy, manager of 
the Cluster Gaslight Company, had dis- 
covered the fire in some waste paper stored 
on the ground floor of the five-story build- 
ing. To the south is the Summit, a Raines 
law hotel, and to the north the Mascot, a 
cheap lodging house. 

From the ground floor the flames rapidly 
spread through the four other floors, three 
of which were occupied by the Lyon Box 
factory. 

Fifty girls working in the box factory 
first learned of their danger when a huge 
wave of smoke surrounded them. There 
was a rush for the back stairway and fire 
escapes, and amid mucn_ screaming all 
hands made good their exit by these rear 
avenues, 

Meanwhile the Deputy Chief had arrived 
and sent in two more —_——- The elec- 
tricity in the elevated railr s third rai 
was ordered turned off. A water tower 
began to pour its streams over the adjoin- 
ing elevated station at Canal Steeet and 
the Bowery, driving down in confused flight 
a score of would-be passengers who had 
gathered there. 

All elevated stations from the City Hall 
to the Bronx were placarded with notices 
saying that traffic on the Third Avenue 
line was at an end for the time being, and 
the crowds on the stations angrily sought 
surface routes down town. it was 1:35 
when Deputy Chief Kruger relaxed his 
control over the third rail. The reserves 
of six precincts were called out to handle 
the crowds.

Owner Says There here Is. no Faulty Work 
in It Now. 


The work of erecting the big twelve-story 
hotel at the northeast corner of Columbus 
Avenue and Bighty-first Street was con- 
tinued yesterday in spite of the order 
issued by the Supreme Court on Tuesday 
that all work be stopped until the viola- 
tions found by the Building Department be 
remedied.
